Aromatic  Compounds 

BRITISH  MANUFACTURERS'  MEETING 

AT  the  annual  meeting  of  the  British 
Aromatic  .  Compounders*  Association 
on  December  9,  the  chairman  (Mr. 
S.  R.  Mansfield)  referred  to  the  negotia- 
tions for  a  European  Free  Trade  Area 
and  to  the  subsequent  proposals  for  a 
Free  Trade  Association  among  the 
"  outer  seven  "  countries.  A  joint  com- 
mittee set  up  to  consider  the  definition 
of  origin  of  Free  Trade  Area  goods 
had  found  it  virtually  impossible  to 
draw  up  suitable  definitions  by  refer- 
ence to  process  criteria;  but  had  agreed 
that  the  alternative  50  per  cent,  value 
criterion  would  appear  to  be  acceptable 
provided  approval  was  given  to  the 
suggested  list  of  basic  raw  materials  to 
be  regarded  automatically  as  of  Free 
Trade  Area  origin.  The  basic  list  com- 
prised all  the  materials  likely  to  be 
used  by  the  aromatic  compound  in- 
dustry, he  said.  After  reference  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  it  appeared 
that  the  industry  was  generally  favour- 
able to  the  metric  system  of  weights 
and  measures  and  decimal  coinage  be- 
ing adopted  in  Britain.  The  usual 
liaison  had  been  maintained  with  the 
Board  of  Trade  with  regard  to  trade 
agreements  and  export  opportunities. 
Wherever  practicable  the  Association 
had  continued  to  press  for  specific  ex- 
port quotas.  Encouraging  developments 
in  the  past  twelve  months  had  been  the 
liberalisation  measures  introduced  by 
France  and  Spain.  The  Association  had 
been  asked  to  advise  the  Scottish  Home 
Department  about  the  possibilities  of 
developing  the  production  of  natural 
essential  oils  in  the  Highlands.  The 
only  advice  the  executive  committee 
felt  able  to  give  was  that  such  a  project 
could  not  be  recommended  as  a  com- 
mercial proposition. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Clark  (Schimmel  Boehm. 
Ltd.)  was  unanimously  elected  Chair- 
man for  1960.  Mr.  Cecil  F.  Bush  (W.  J. 
Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  was  unanimously 
elected  Vice-chairman.    The  following 


were  elected  to  the  executive  commit- 
tee: Messrs.  R.  F.  Gillham  (Chas. 
Zimmermann  &  Co..  Ltd.):  L.  L. 
Hitchen  (Stafford  Allen  &  Sons.  Ltd.): 
S.  R.  Mansfield  (Polak  &  Schwarz  (Eng- 
land). Ltd.);  J.  A.  Pentecost  (A.  Boake 
Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.);  and  A.  J.

Factory  Inspectorate 

GUIDE  TO  DIVISIONS 

INFORMATION  about  the  divisions 
and  districts  of  the  Factory  Inspectorate 
in  Britain  is  contained  in  the  Factory 
Inspectorate  Directory  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  3s.)  recently  published  by 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Insurance.  The  new  publication  arises 
from  the  reorganisation  and  renaming 
of  the  divisions  which  came  into  force 
on  March  3.  1 958.  It  is  intended  as  a 


handy  ready  reference  book  for  all 
those  in  industry  who  seek  advice  or 
information  concerning  matters  which 
come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Fac- 
tory Inspectorate.  In  an  explanatory 
note  the  booklet  states  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  organisation  of  the  Inspec- 
torate. Britain  is  divided  into  twelve 
English  divisions,  Scotland  and  Wales 
(with  Monmouthshire).  Details  are  given 
of  the  area  covered  by  each  district  in 
a  division,  together  with  the  address  and 
telephone  number  of  the  divisional  and 
district  offices. 

Plaster  Manufacturers 

A  NEW  ORGANISATION  SET  UP 

A  NEW  Conference  of  Medical  and 
Surgical  Adhesive  Plaster  Manufac- 
turers has  been  formed  so  that  member 
manufacturers  may  co-operate  to  im- 
prove medical  and  surgical  plasters, 
consider  aspects  of  research  and  de- 
velopment, and  consider  also  factors 
affecting  costs  with  a  view  to  increasing 
efficiency  in  the  industry.  The  new 
organisation  has  references  outside  the 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act  that 
caused  the  disbanding  some  months  ago 
of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Plaster 
Makers"  Conference.

OPENING  OF  THE  "  SEASON  "

An  Illegal  Sale 

NO  QUALIFIED  SUPERVISION 

IN  Dublin  district  court  on  December 
3,  Lariema  Toomey,  15  Great  Denmark 
Street,  Dublin,  was  summoned  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  for 
selling  strychnine  (in  Alophen  pills),  the 
box  not  being  labelled  with  the  name 
and  address  of  the  seller  of  the  poison, 
and  for  keeping  open  shop  without  hav- 
ing a  pharmacist  in  charge.  Defending 
solicitor  pleaded  guilty.  Mr.  J.  J.  Gay- 
nor  (solicitor  for  the  Society)  told  the 
court  that  the  defendant  and  her  sisters 
were  representatives  of  their  deceased 
father,  who  was  a  qualified  chemist. 
Under  Section  32  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
they  were  entitled,  although  not  them- 
selves qualified,  to  carry  on  business  so 
long  as  they  employed  a  qualified  per- 
son. They  employed  a  pharmacist  but  he 
was  not  in  the  premises  at  the  time  the 
sale  was  made.  Miss  Toomey's  solicitor 
said  that  at  the  time  the  chemist  was 
on  his  half-day  holiday,  but  since  the 
offences  the  sisters  had  arranged  that, 
whenever  he  was  absent  another  phar- 
macist would  be  on  duty.  He  added  that 
the  pills  were  made  by  a  reputable 
manufacturer,  but  the  bottle  was  not 
big  enough  to  apply  the  rubber  stamp 
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denoting  the  pharmacy  from  which  they 
were  sold.  The  justice  said  that,  once  it 
was  made  clear  that  that  type  of  offence 
could  not  be  allowed  to  continue,  the 
case  might  become  purely  a  matter  of 
assessing  costs.  Solicitor :  "  We  have 
definitely  employed  a  man  who  will  be 
present  whenever  the  full-time  chemist 
is  on  his  half-day."  The  justice  said 
that  the  present  legislation  provided  for 
penalties  for  such  an  offence,  but  doing 
justice  to  the  defendant  was  more  a 
question  of  putting  her  right  than  in- 
flicting a  penalty.  He  adjourned  the 
case  to  January  28,  1960,  to  see  how  the 
premises  were  conducted  in  the  mean- 
time, and  intimated  that,  if  there  was  no 
repetition  of  the  offence  in  the  mean- 
time, he  would  deal  with  it  purely  on 
the  question  of  costs.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

Old  Marley 

There  have  been  at  least  two  gentlemen  answering  to  the  name  of  Old 
Marley.  All  I  know  of  one  of  them  is  that  he  was  dead — dead  as  a  door- 
nail. That  the  other  still  lives  is  entirely  due  to  my  Christian  forbearance, 
and.  to  my  inexperience.  The  Marley  of  whom  I  speak  is  Dr.  Marley — 
Habakkuk  Marley — whose  place  in  medicine  is  assured  by  the  possession 
of  a  neat  brass  plate  in  Harley  Street,  which  takes  up  almost  the  same  space 
as  the  entry  under  his  name  in  the  Medical  Register.  One  morning,  a  week 
before  Christmas,  the  venerable  doctor  appeared  in  the  pharmacy  and  left  a 
prescription  to  be  made  up.  With  his  customary  consideration,  he  said  he 
would  call  back  in  the  evening,  so  as  to  give  us  plenty  of  time  to  com- 
pound it.  He  said  that  some  things  were  better  prepared  extemporaneously 
than  prepacked.  The  prescription  was  unusual,  but  Old  Marley  is  an  un- 
usual man.  It  read:  R: — Sevum  praep.  Sxii ;  Panis  3xii ;  Passulae 
Sviii;  Lact.  q.s.  Fructus  pyrus  mal  i;  Ova  vi;  Cinnam.  pulv.  3j;  Myristic. 
frag.  pulv.  grs.  30  ;  Caryophylli  grs.  30  ;  Limonis  cort.  Sii  ;  Aurant.  cort. 
incis.  5ii ;  Sodii  chlorid.  3i ;  Sacch.  alb.  Sviii ;  Sodii  bicarb,  grs.  30  ;  Pot. 
tart.  acid.  grs.  30 ;  misce  bene  s.a.  It  looked  a  formidable  undertaking,  but 
in.  all  his  eccentricities  we  have  never  yet  failed  Old  Marley.  Admittedly, 
there  were  a  few  items  of  the  materia  medica  we  did  not  have  in  stock. 

What  was  it  ? 

While  the  staff  scattered  to  collect  the  ingredients  from  very  varied 
sources.  I  pondered.  Was  Old  Marley  going  to  try  out  a  modern  version  of 
the  theriaca?  Was  it  to  be  a  confection?  Or  was  the  finished  product 
to  be  a  poultice  ?  That  seemed  possible,  for  at  the  bottom  of  the  elegant, 
embossed  notepaper  on  which  he  had  written  the  prescription,  the  doctor 
had  added  "  unbleached  calico  one  square  yard."  Obviously  a  poultice  or 
plaster  of  the  aromatic  type  beloved  of  the  eighteenth-century  physician, 
where,  in  addition  to  the  benefit  of  heat,  the  patient  was  enveloped  in  a 
most  pleasing  atmosphere  compounded  of  the  spices  of  the  East.  Had  Old 
Marley  found  an  old  pharmacopoeia  of  the  London  College,  or  was  it  pos- 
sible Marley  had  treated  himself  to  a  cruise  earlier  in  the  year,  visiting  the 
islands  in  the  Aegean,  and  had  come  home  singing  the  praises  of  Asklepios. 
Podolorius  and  Machaon.  Cos  had  sent  him  into  rhapsodies  over  Hippo- 
crates, and  now  it  appeared  we  were  to  suffer  from  the  belated  recognition 
by  Dr.  Marley  of  the  ancient  Greeks.  Why,  I  complained,  had  tourism  be- 
come so  easy  and  comfortable  that  a  man  of  Marley's  advanced  years 
could  go  to  Greece  ? 

The  solution 

Meantime,  the  staff  returned  laden  with  as  strange  a  cargo  as  had  ever 
entered  the  pharmacy.  One  was  set  to  crumbling  the  bread,  another  to 
shelling  the  eggs,  a  third  to  get  out  and  wash  a  large  mortar  and  pestle.  We 
decided  to  chop  the  suet  and  apple  finely,  prepare  the  fruit  and  mix  all  the 
dry  ingredients  together,  beat  up  the  eggs  and  add  to  the  mixture  with  a 
little  milk  of  moisten.  After  extremely  heavy  muscular  exertion  we  man- 
aged to  produce  what  looked  like  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  soft  dough. 
It  looked  as  if  it  would  be  a  little  messy  to  apply,  but  if  it  was  to  be  covered 
with  a  yard  of  calico  that  might  just  be  possible.  There  were,  of  course, 
other  things  to  do  in  the  pharmacy,  and  Dr.  Marley  appeared  before  we 
had.  time  to  transfer  the  poultice  to  a  container.  Old  Marley  was  at  his  most 
benign.  "  Don't  trouble  about  a  container."  he  said.  "  just  tie  it  up  in  the 
calico."  Did  we  have,  he  asked,  a  sprig  of  Ilex  aquifolium  '?  I  regretted 
that  we  had  not.  whereupon  he  had  the  effrontery  to  help  himself  to  a  nice 
piece  of  holly  (with  berries)  from  our  Christmas  display.  "  Mrs.  Marley 
will  be  delighted,"  he  said  on  parting:  "  She's  not  strong  enough  to  mix 
her  own  plum  pudding."  Not  an  electuary!  Not  a  poultice!  But — Mrs. 
Marley's  plum  pudding!  And  Hippocrates  said  once  that  old  men  endure 
fasting  most  easily.  And  that  it  is  a  good  sign  when  the  patient's  intellect 
is  sound  and  he  enjoys  his  food.  Old  Marley  should  recover.

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AMERICAN  DRUG  PRICES 

Pharmaceutical  manufacturers  under  fire 


THE  subcommittee  of  antitrust  and 
monopoly  of  the  Senate  Judiciary 
Committee  began  hearings  on  drug  in- 
dustry pricing  practices  in  the  United 
States  on  December  7.  Senator  Estes 
Kefauver,  who  is  chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee, alleged  that  the  drug  indus- 
try was  charging  high  prices  for  drugs, 
putting  them  beyond  the  reach  of 
"  many  citizens  who  need  them  to  sus- 
tain their  very  lives." 

Hearings  on  products — the  first  to  be 
taken  being  steroids — are  being  fol- 
lowed by  "  general  "  hearings  on  drug 
industry  policies.  The  investigators 
are  also  examining  how  much  con- 
trol financial  institutions  have  over  the 
drug  industry.  First  industry  witness 
was  Mr.  F.  C.  Brown  (president. 
Schering  Corporation)  who  denied  the 
charges.  He  pointed  out  that  research 
costs  in  the  drug  industry  were  high. 
Costs  of  packaging,  marketing  and  dis- 
tribution of  information  on  new  drugs 
to  doctors  were  also  great,  and  they 
had  to  be  borne  by  the  products. 

Testimony  given  earlier,  which  alleged 
that  his  company  made  over  7,000  per 
cent,  profit,  was  "severely  damaging  and 
most  unfair."  Mr.  Brown  said  Schering 
had  a  profit  of  about  12  3  per  cent,  on 
a  particular  drug  and  that  documents 
used    by   the   subcommittee    "  grossly 


misconstrue  the  true  facts."  Not  taken 
into  consideration.  Mr.  Brown  said, 
were  the  company's  expenses  in  admin- 
istrative charges,  taxes,  distributing 
costs,  royalty  payments  and  expenses  in 
selling  the  drugs. 

Asked  about  Messrs.  Schering's 
licensing  arrangements  with  other  large 
drug  firms,  Mr.  Brown  said  the  prac- 
tice employed  was  a  common  one  and 
permitted  early  marketing  of  new  drugs 
involved  in  patent  rights  and  ensured 
continued  orderly  marketing  by  losses 
in  patent  rights  after  a  patent  was 
issued.  Mr.  J.  T.  Connor  (president, 
Merck  &  Co.,  Inc.),  was  asked  why  his 
company's  steroid  products  were  sold 
in  Britain  at  one-third  of  the  price 
paid  in  the  U.S.  He  replied  that  prices 
were  lower  in  some  overseas  markets 
because  the  material  was  made  in  those 
countries  and  the  cost  of  labour  there 
was  lower.  Economic  conditions  and 
competition  were  vastly  different. 
Asked  why  the  company  could  supply 
the  Government  at  much  lower  prices 
than  chemists,  he  replied  that  the  Gov- 
ernment bought  much  larger  quantities 
and  that  there  were  no  "  detailing  "  or 
advertising  costs  to  be  covered.  Mr. 
Connor  said  that  small  firms  charged 
less  than  the  big  ones  because  they 
invested  nothing  in  research.  The  large 


companies  were  "  creators." 

The  hearing  has  been  temporarily  ad- 
journed. 

EXPANSION  PLANS 

DOW  Chemical  Co.  of  New  York  has 
formed  a  subsidiary  company  in  West 
Germany.  The  company,  Dow  Chemie, 
G.m.b.H,  was  formed  with  a  capital 
of  D.M.  5  millions  and  Mr.  Tromer 
Ralph  Smith,  of  Houston,  Texas,  has 
been  nominated  as  its  manager. 

COLGATE-Palmolive,  Ltd.,  are  mak- 
ing plans  to  manufacture  dental  cream 
in  Jamaica,  according  to  reports  from 
Barclays  Bank  D.C.O.  from  its  office  in 
Kingston.  The  new  project  is  expected 
to  involve  a  capital  expenditure  of 
£100.000  and  to  employ  approximately 
forty  persons.  It  is  proposed  to  build 
the  new  factory  in  the  industrial  estate 
and  to  go  into  operation  by  September 
1960. 

A  NEW  chemical  works  and  a  central 
laboratory  block  are  to  be  erected  for 
the  chemicals  division  of  Newton 
Chambers  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Thorncliffe, 
Sheffield,  at  a  cost  of  more  than 
£300,000.  The  present  Norfolk  works 
and  the  chemical  factory  at  Thorn- 
cliffe are  being  progressively  replaced 
by  a  production  unit  incorporating  the 
latest  manufacturing  plant  and  most 
up-to-date  methods  of  mechanical 
handling. 


FROM  DISPENSING  TO  DETERGENTS 

Increased  demand  dictates  a  move 


NEW  works  and  offices  for  the  Red- 
dish Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  Stanley  Road, 
Cheadle  Hulme,  Stockport,  were 
officially  opened  recently  by  Professor 
H.  D.  Kay  (a  former  director.  National 
Institute  for  Research  in  Dairying,  and 
now  a  consultant  to  the  World  Health 
Organisation).  The  company  have 
specialised  in  the  manufacture  of 
chemical  detergents  for  thirty  years, 
supplying  to  the  milk,  food  and 
beverage  industries,  the  engineering 
trades  and  to  farming.  It  was  formed 
in  1929  by  Wilfred  Hipkins,  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  in  Reddish,  near 
Stockport,  when  he  was  faced  with  the 
problem  of  cleaning  cod-liver  oil  and 
malt  bottles  returned  to  his  shop.  His 
interest  in  cleaning  those  bottles  led  to 
his  development  of  a  formulation  that 
proved  effective  for  the  cleaning  of 
aluminium  without  harm  to  the  metal. 
The  company  was  fortunate  in  having 
its  products  quickly  approved  by  the 
leading  aluminium  manufacturers  of 
the  day,  and  manufacturing  started  in 
a  disused  stable  at  the  back  of  the 
chemist's  shop,  utilising  spare-time 
labour  until,  in  1932,  the  business  was 
moved  into  more  permanent  premises. 
From  that  time  the  company  has  ex- 
panded gradually  year  by  year  until 
it  recently  outgrew  the  space  available 
in  Reddish  (see  C.  &  £>.,  April  4, 
p.  362). 

After  the  war  Mr.  Wilfred  John 
Hipkins  (a  son  of  the  founder)  re- 
turned to  the  company,  and,  on  his 
father's  death  in  1955,  became  chair- 
man and  managing  director. 


The  new  factory  has  a  floor  space  of 
16,500  sq.  ft.  with  a  separate  office 
block  of  more  than  2,000  sq.  ft.  The 
site  allows  for  considerable  further  ex- 
pansion of  works  and  offices,  as  well 
as  for  storage  facilities  and  lorry 
accommodation. 

The  floor  is  at  two  levels.  Raw 
materials  are  brought  in  at  one  end 
and  elevated  mechanically  to  the 
higher  level,   where  they  are  at  the 


right  height  for  being  fed  into  the 
various  mixing  plant.  The  mixed 
material  is  discharged  at  the  lower 
floor  level,  packed  and  stored  a  short 
distance  away  ready  for  dispatch  at 
the  lorry-loading  bay.  The  lower  level 
floor  is  itself  raised  4  ft.  above  ground 
level  so  that  the  product  is  packed  and 
stored  at  lorry  level,  reducing  man- 
handling to  a  minimum  and  increasing 
efficiency.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


ON  December  15  the  Payment  of  Wages 
Bill  was  read  for  the  first  time.  It  would 
enable  manual  workers  to  apply  to  have 
their  wages  paid  by  cheque  or  into  a 
bank  account. 

Weights  and  Measures 

Mr.  T.  L.  Iremonger  asked  when  the 
legislation  to  amend  the  law  relating  to 
weights  and  measures  would  be  intro- 
duced. Mr.  F.  J.  Erroll  (Minister  of 
State,  Board  of  Trade),  in  a  written  re- 
ply on  December  15,  stated  it  would  be 
introduced  as  soon  as  possible  but  he 
could  not  give  an  exact  date. 

Merchandise  Marks 

Mr.  C.  R.  Bence  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  what  was  being 
done  to  prevent  imported  goods  being 
marketed  under  labels  implying  that 
they  were  produced  in  the  United  King- 
dom. Mr.  Erroll,  in  a  written  reply  on 
December  15,  stated  that  the  importa- 
tion of  such  goods  was  already  prohibi- 
ted by  the  Merchandise  Marks  Acts,  and 
their  sale  was  an  offence. 

Hire-purchase 

Mr.  A.  F.  Brockway  asked  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  estab- 
lish maximum  rates  of  interest  for  hire 
purchase  during  the  whole  period  of 
the  payments.  Mr.  Erroll,  in  a  written 
reply  on  December  15,  pointed  out  that 
competition  was  the  best  regulator  of 
hire-purchase  terms. 

Toilet  Preparations 

Mr.  Gresham  Cooke  asked  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  the 
value  per  annum  of  the  exports  of 
British  toilet  preparations  of  the  kind 
which  were  liable  to  purchase  tax  at  the 
50  per  cent.  rate.  Mr.  Maudling  (Presi- 
dent, Board  of  Trade),  in  a  written  re- 
ply on  December  !5,  stated  that  the 
Export  List  was  not  classified  to  show 
goeds  subject  to  various  rates  of  pur- 
chase tax,  but  it  was  estimated  that  the 
current  annual  value  of  those  exports 
was  between  £6  millions  and  £7  mil- 
lions. 

Experiments  on  Living  Animals 

In  a  written  answer  on  December  15, 
Mr.  R.  A.  Butler  (Secretary  of  State. 
Home  Department)  stated  that  he  did 
not  consider  there  was  a  need  for  an 
inquiry  into  the  use  of  animals  for  ex- 
periments. 

Postal  Services 

No  hope  of  a  general  restoration  of 
bank  holiday  deliveries  or  a  reduction 
in  charges  was  held  out  in  an  answer 
by  Miss  M.  Pike  (Assistant  Postmaster- 
General)  on  December  16  when  reply- 
ing to  questions  by  Mr.  J.  McKay  and 
Mr.  Ness  Edwards. 

Mental  Health  Service 

In  a  written  reply  on  December  16 
to  a  question  on  Mental  Health  Ser- 
vices, the  Minister  of  Health  (Mr. 
Derek  Walker-Smith),  stated  that  in 
the  year  ended  March  31,  about  11J  per 
cent,  of  the  total  cost  (about  £671  mil- 
lions) of  the  National  Health  Service 
was  identifiable  as  having  been  spent  on 


mental  health  services.  It  included  Hi 
per  cent,  by  hospitals  (about  19^  per 
cent,  of  their  expenditure)  and  j  per 
cent,  by  local  health  authorities  (about 
61  per  cent,  of  their  expenditure).  The 
figures  excluded  certain  administrative 
expenses,  nor  did  they  include  any  part 
of  the  cost  of  other  local  health  auth- 
ority services,  such  as  home  nursing, 
ambulance  services,  etc. 

Toxic  Sprays 

Mr.  J.  A.  Farr  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  about  the  possibility  of  cer- 
tain toxic  agricultural  sprays  causing 
cancer.  In  his  reply  Mr.  Derek 
Walker-Smith  stated  that  no  such 
sprays  had  been  condemned  in  this 
country  as  carcinogenic,  and  those 
identified  as  such  in  the  United  States 
had  not  found  their  way  on  to  the 
British  market.  In  a  written  reply  on 
the  same  day  Mr.  John  Hare  (Mini- 
ster of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food)  stated  that  consideration  was 
still  being  given  to  the  composition  of 
the  small  group  of  scientists  whose 
terms  of  reference  would  be  to  study 
the  need  for  further  research  into  the 
effects  of  the  use  of  toxic  chemicals  in 
agriculture  and  food  storage,  and  to 
make  recommendations. 

Cymag 

The  consultations  between  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  and  the  main  Scot- 
tish distributors  of  Cymag  that  resulted 
in  steps  being  taken  to  make  the  law 
governing  its  sale  more  widely  known 
and  the  strict  observance  of  the 
Poisons  Rules,  were  referred  to  by 
Lord  Craigton  (Minister  of  State,  Scot- 
tish Office)  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
December  17,  when  he  replied  to  a 
question  by  Viscount  Goschen  con- 
cerning the  use  of  Cymag  by  salmon 
poachers. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

Mr,  R.  S.  Russell  referred  to  the 
fact  that  section  17  (1)  of  the  Shops 
Act  1950  compelled  employers  who  em- 
ployed part  time  assistants  in-  the 
afternoons  only,  to  give  them  one  after- 
noon's holiday  each  week,  but  made  no 
parallel  provision  for  those-  employed 
only  in  the  mornings.  He  asked  if  the 
Act  would  be  amended  so  as  to  make 
it  applicable  to  full  time  employees 
only.  In  a  written  answer  on  Decem- 
ber 17,  Mr.  Dennis  Vosper  (Joint 
Under  Secretary  of  State,  Home  De- 
partment) indicated  that  although  the 
Home  Secretary  was  aware  of  the  point 
he  was  not  in  a  position  to  undertake 
to  introduce  the  amending  legislation 
required. 

Soft  Drinks 

Mr.  R.  Gresham-Cooke  asked  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  to  provide  a  list  of  the  organisa- 
tions that  had  submitted  memoranda 
with  regard  to  the  Report  of  the  Food 
Standards  Committee  relating  to  soft 
drinks,  and  when  he  anticipated  the 
draft  regulations  would  be  prepared. 
Mr.  John  Hare  (Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries  and  Food)  in  a  written 
answer  on  December  17  included  the 


British  Glucose  Manufacturers  Asso- 
ciation, the  Flavouring  Compound 
Manufacturers  Association  of  Great 
Britain,  the  Institute  of  Practitioners  in 
Advertising,  the  National  Research 
Development  Corporation,  the  Proprie- 
tary Association  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  National  Association  of  Soft 
Drinks  Manufacturers,  Ltd.,  among 
the  many  organisations  that  had 
commented  on  the  report.  Their  repre- 
sentations had  raised  many  problems 
that  must  be  considered  fully  before 
the  draft  regulations  could  be  circula- 
ted io  the  interested  organisations. 

Fertiliser  Industry 

Replying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  John 
Hall  about  the  delay  in  the  publica- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  Monopolies 
Commission  on  the  Fertiliser  Industry, 
Mr.  F.  J.  Erroll  in  a  written  answer 
on  December  17  stated  the  report  was 
being  printed  and  would  probably  be 
ready  for  publication  by  next  Febru- 
ary. 

Bronchitis 

A  question  on  the  progress  of  the  re- 
search into  the  prevention  and  cure  of 
chronic  bronchitis  was  addressed  to 
the  Minister  of  Health  by  Mr.  D.  W. 
Wade.  Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith  in 
a  written  reply  on  December  17  stated 
that  the  Medical  Research  Council  was 
continuing  investigations  with  a  view 
to  developing  effective  methods  of  pre- 
vention. Trials  were  also  being  under- 
taken to  assess  the  value  of  different 
kinds  of  treatment  and  the  results  were 
published  as  they  became  available. 

Drug  Costs 

Mr.  G.  R.  Matthews  asked  about 
the  cost  of  a  short  course  of  terramy- 
cin,  two  months'  supply  of  chlorothia- 
zide, and  a  six  weeks'  course  of  delta 
cortisone,  respectively,  and  the  estima- 
ted anrtual  cost  of  drugs  to  the  average 
family.  In  a  written  reply  on  Decem- 
ber 17,  Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith 
stated  the  cost  of  a  week's  supply  of 
terramycin  would  be  about  £3  2s., 
while  that  of  two  months'  supply  of 
chlorothiazide  would  be  between  £1  6s. 
and  £6,  and  that  of  a  six  weeks'  course 
of  delta  cortisone  between  £2  16s.  and 
£13  17s.  in  each  case  according  to  the 
conditions  being  treated.  The  estimated 
arinual  cost  of  drugs  for  an  average 
household  would,  on  certain  assump- 
tions be  between  £4  10s.  and  £5. 

Therapeutic  Substances 

Mr.  S.  Scholefield  Allen  asked 
when  the  Government  expected  to  sign 
the  European  Agreement  on  the  Ex- 
change of  Therapeutic  Substances  of 
Human  Origin.  Mr.  R.  Allen  (Joint 
Under  Secretary  of  State,  Foreign 
Affairs)  in  a  written  reply  on  Decem- 
ber 17  stated  he  could  not  say  when 
the  Government  would  be  able  to  sign 
the  Agreement  and  added  "  We  have, 
however,  stated  that  we  hope,  whenever 
possible  to  help  other  countries  in  time 
of  need." 

The  House  adjourned  on  December 
17  until  January  26,  1960,  for  the 
Christmas  Recess.

A  Challenge 

Sir, — Recently  I  had  an  invitation  to 
attend  the  local  television  studios  for 
the  promoting  of  an  advertising  cam- 
paign for  another  turn-tab  of  American 
origin.  I  have  no  idea  how  many  chem- 
ists attended  this  particular  cocktails- 
and-other-refreshments  affair,  though  I 
did  wonder  if  such  promotions  were 
taking  place  in  other  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. With  the  feeling  that  I  had  perhaps 
a  large  prune  in  my  cheeks,  I  wrote  to 
the  makers  of  the  turn-tab  issuing  the 
invitation  and  informed  them  that,  as  a 
pharmacist,  I  had  no  desire  to  attend 
the  "  priming  "  of  a  product  which  was 
assumed  to  be  available  for  all  to  sell, 
after  pharmaceutical  chemists  had  given 
it  a  professional  send-off.  I  was 
astounded  at  the  frank  and  open  reply, 
from  which  I  can  feel  sure  that  Vick 
International,  Ltd.,  would  never  mind 
my  quoting  their  CF/N/AB/8  of 
December  17,  in  which  they  tell  me 
that  "  as  men  visit  tobacconists  twenty 
times  more  frequently  than  they  visit 
chemists,  it  is  essential  for  us  (Vick) 
to  make  our  product  obtainable  in  such 
outlets."  They  say  that  they  have 
studied  the  successes  of  their  future 
competitors  in  such  outlets.  Here  is  a 
wonderful  opportunity  for  retail  chem- 
ists to  give  this  product  on  a  plate  to 
the  tobacconists,  and  refuse  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  promoting  its  sales, 
for,  if  my  recollections  are  correct,  many 
of  the  popular  burp-tabs  enjoying  good 
sales  through  grocers  (and,  it  seems 
through  tobacconists)  were  popularised 
by  innocent  display  co-operation  by 
chemists  at  the  introduction.  No  won- 
der our  trade  journals  attract  interest 
by  tobacconists,  who  promptly  get  a 
false  idea  of  the  lashings  of  cream  for 
the  licking.  I  strongly  support  your  con- 
tributors  (Messrs.   Wakeford,  Cripps, 


Wadge,  Smith,  and  Hill)  in  their  views 
expressed  in  your  columns.  Here  is  a 
challenge  to  those  chemists  having  some 
pharmaceutical  self-respect  and  esteem. 
It  is  no  restrictive  practice  to  refuse  co- 
operation and  display  to  any  product. 
When  pharmacy  by  itself  is  a  paying 
proposition,  and  there  is  no  need  to  de- 
pend upon  sales  of  nostrums  and  non- 
pharmaceutical  lines,  then,  and  only 
then,  will  everything  come  into  line. 
For  with  pharmacy  paying  its  own  way, 
the  hospital  pharmacists'  pay  would 
automatically  be  adjusted  to  that  level, 
and  with  high-level  pharmaceutical  re- 
muneration would  come  more  recogni- 
tion of  the  value  of  a  pharmacist 
whether  in  the  pharmacy,  hospital  or 
Forces.

Machinery  oi  Drug  Control 

Sir, — I  fear  that  you  will  feel  I  am 
a  carping  critic  but  I  am  again  bring- 
ing to  your  notice  an  inaccuracy  in 
your  leader  (p.  533).  You  appear  to 
have  been  misled  by  the  definition  sec- 
tion of  the  Act.  If  you  refer  to  Sec- 
tion 17  (1)  you  will  see  that  any  sub- 
stance which  is  included  in  the  Poisons 
list  becomes  a  poison  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Act.  As  the  Poisons  Board  has 
the  function  of  being  consulted  on,  or 
recommending  variations  of,  the  list  it 
is  not  necessary  for  them  to  spend  any 
time  in  abstract  consideration  of 
whether  a  substance  is  a  "  poison." 
Now  that  the  tumult  and  clamour 
about  this  matter  is  likely  to  die  down, 
may  I  point  out  that  the  attitude  on 
this  question  shown  by  the  report  of 
the  Brain  Committee  and  the  answers  in 
the  House  should  serve  as  an  object 
lesson  to  many.  There  are  some 
amongst  us  who  think  that  questions  of 
this  nature  can  be  solved  by  the  light 
of  pure  reason  by  means  of  wisdom,  sit- 
ting in  palatial  armchairs  round  a 
table,  lit  no  doubt,  by  candles  in  silver 
candelabra:  not  so  our  old-fashioned 
Home  Secretary  and  Minister  of 
Health.  They  feel  that  such  matters 
should  be  decided  by  use  of  the  nor- 
mal democratic  method  of  seeking  in- 
formation from  all  useful  sources  and 
by  the  body  set  up  by  Parliament  for 
the  purpose.  More  seriously,  sir,  one 
of  the  reasons  given  by  the  Council  for 
the  fact  that  those  substances  were  not 
yet  included  in  the  Poisons  List  was 
the  inevitable  time  lag  before  legisla- 
tion could  be  effected.  Actually  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  Home  Secretary 
has  the  power  and  the  machinery  to 
put  through  an  Order  in  a  few  weeks 
if  he  so  wishes.  The  only  reasonable 
deduction  one  can  make  from  the 
known  facts  is  that  the  Poisons  Board 
did  not  recommend  any  addition,  and 
the  Home  Secretary  therefore  did  not 
make  any  Order.  It  is  also  interesting 
to  wonder  what  the  pharmaceutical 
nominees  on  the  Poisons  Board  have 
been  thinking  of  all  this  discussion. 
Those  five  gentlemen  have  never  been 
mentioned  in  any  of  the  correspon- 
dence I  have  read.  Do  they  feel  that 
there  is  something  anomalous  about 


the  body  which  appoints  them  seeking 
by  other  means  to  do  the  work  for 
which  they  were  appointed?  More  in- 
teresting, perhaps,  is  to  wonder  what 
the  feeling  of  the  other  eleven  members 
of  the  Board  is  to  the  pharmaceutical 
members.  Do  they  regard  their  col- 
leagues as  men  who,  if  outvoted,  will 
attempt  other  means  of  giving  effect  to 
their  views?  The  news  that  a  compre- 
hensive review  of  the  control  of  medi- 
cinal substances  is  being  undertaken  is 
certainly  to  be  welcomed.  Now  is  the 
time  when  representations  can  be  made 
to  restrict  the  sale  of  medicines  to 
chemists.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
will  keep  in  the  background  and  leave 
the  matter  to  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  and  the  Company  Chemists' 
Association.  Whatever  views  one  holds 
on  the  substances  which  were  included 
in  the  Council's  memorandum,  no  one 
will  deny  that  the  document  itself 
raises  the  suspicion  that  chemists  are 
liable  to  take  arbitrary  action  to  con- 
trol what  the  public  wishes  to  buy. 
With  that  suspicion  in  mind  it  will  be 
difficult  to  convince  many  Members  of 
Parliament  that  restriction  to  chemists 
is  desirable.  The  slogan  should  be  "  No 
restriction  but  as  much  advice  as  the 
customer  needs."  C.  Lonsdale,

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Wholesaler's  Transport  Offences 

Too  many  split  deliveries  to  retail 
chemists  on  runs  to  Cumberland  and 
the  Midlands  from  Leeds  were  respon- 
sible for  upsetting  drivers'  schedules 
and  were  understood  to  make  it  im- 
possible to  complete  the  journeys  in  a 
single  day  without  breaking  the  law  as 
to  permitted  driving  hours.  That 
appeared  from  a  hearing  at  which 
Reynolds  &  Branson,  Ltd.,  Leeds,  6, 
before  Leeds  magistrates  on  December 
15  were  charged  with  thirty-eight 
offences  concerning  drivers'  hours  and 
failure  to  keep  proper  drivers'  records 
during  August  and  September.  They 
pleaded  guilty.  For  the  Yorkshire 
Licensing  Authority  it  was  said  that 
drivers  had  alleged  that,  on  the  long- 
distance journeys,  there  were  too  many 
"  drops  "  to  allow  completion  of  de- 
liveries and  return  to  Leeds  on  the 
same  day  within  the  lawful  driving 
hours.  Many  such  journeys  were  found 
to  be  not  properly  described  when  the 
log  sheets  were  examined.  In  mitiga- 
tion, it  was  pleaded  for  the  company 
that,  if  drivers  had  telephoned  the  traf- 
fic manager  to  say  the  journeys  could 
not  be  completed  in  the  time  allowed, 
they  would  have  been  instructed  to 
stay  overnight.  Steps  had  been  taken  to 
see  that  there  would  be  no  recurrence 
of  the  offences.  The  company  were  fined 
a  total  of  £220.  with  £36  15s.  costs.

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PYRETHRUM  ASSAY  PROBLEMS 

Differences  in  analytical  results  discussed 


SHORTCOMINGS  of  the  present 
methods  for  testing  pyrethrum,  chemical 
and  biological,  were  outlined  in  a 
paper  read  by  Dr.  W.  Mitchell  at  a 
symposium  on  pyrethrum  arranged  by 
the  Pesticides  Group  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  in  London,  recently. 
The  high  cost  of  pyrethrum  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  substantial  quanti- 
ties were  involved  in  commerce,  made 
small  differences  in  analytical  results 
an  expensive  matter.  That  had  led 
buyers  and  sellers  to  demand  a  degree 
of  precision  that  the  analyst  was  not 
able  to  offer  and  probably  never 
would  be.  It  was  time  that  fact  was 
realised  and  accepted  by  those  in  pyre- 
thrum commerce,  said  Dr.  Mitchell. 

Basis  of  Chemical  Methods 

Because  the  active  principles  of  pyre- 
thrum were  neutral  esters  they  could 
not  be  isolated  and  measured  as  such. 
All  the  chemical  methods  used  had 
comprised  a  preliminary  alkaline  hy- 
drolysis of  an  extract  of  the  flowers,  or 
of  the  extract  itself,  whereby  the  esters 
were  split  into  their  component  acids 
and  keto-alcohols.  Attempts  had  been 
made  to  determine  the  keto-alcohols 
but  the  methods  used  in  recent  years 
had  depended  on  measurement  of  the 
liberated  chrysanthemum  acids.  The 
Seil1  method  (formerly  widely  used,  but 
now  less  so)  depended  on  the  fact  that 
chrysanthemum  mono-carboxylic  acid, 
the  acid  component  of  pyrethrin  I  and 
of  cinerin  I,  was  steam-volatile  but  the 
method  was  found  to  give  low  results 
for  "  pyrethrin  I." 

The  method  now  generally  employed, 
the  so-called  mercury  reduction 
method,2.3  employed  selective  extraction 
by  light  petroleum  to  separate  chrys- 
anthemum monocarboxylic  acid  from 
the  dicarboxylic  acid.  The  separated 
acid  was  then  determined  by  its  reduc- 
ing effect  on  Deniges  reagent.  The 
mechanism  of  that  reaction,  which  was 
accompanied  by  a  series  of  characteri- 
stic colour  changes,  was  obscure.  Cor- 
rect results  were  obtained  only  by 
strict  adherence  to  the  specified  condi- 
tions of  time  and  temperature4  which, 
like  the  factor  used  to  calculate  the 
results,  were  quite  empirical.  Chrys- 
anthemum dicarboxylic  acid  was  iso- 
lated by  ether  extraction  after  the 
mono-carboxylic  acid  had  been  re- 
moved. 

There  were  two  important  versions 
of  the  mercury  reduction  method.  The 
A.O.A.C.2  version  liberated  chrysan- 
themic  acid  with  sulphuric  acid.  Be- 
cause barium  chloride  was  also  present, 
barium  sulphate  precipitated,  and  had 
to  be  filtered  off.  The  Pyrethrum 
Board  of  Kenya  version'  avoids  that 
difficulty  by  using  hydrochloric  acid. 
At  one  time,  the  A.O.A.C.  method  was 
so  modified5,  but  the  change  was  re- 
scinded almost  at  once,  possibly  be- 
cause the  P.B.K.  method  gave  signifi- 
cantly higher  results  for  "  pyrethrin  I  " 
— a  reason  that  had  "  commercial  if 
not  scientific,  cogency  !  "  Dr.  Mitchell's 
opinion  was  that  the  A.O.A.C.  method 
was  faulty,  and  should  be  brought 
into  line  with  the  P.B.K.  method  and 


that  might  help  to  remove  some  of  the 
inter-laboratory  disagreements  that 
were  all  too  common. 

Attempts  had  been  made  to  utilise 
spectrophotometry  to  determine  the 
total  pyrethrins.  Beckley"  described  an 
ultra-violet  method,  and  that  was  de- 
veloped by  Shukis  and  co-workers7 
Such  a  method  had  been  used  for 
several  years  in  East  Africa  to  grade 
samples  of  flowers  from  growers.  How- 
ever, results  on  extracts  had  not  proved 
reliable.  Such  methods  were  theoreti- 
cally unsound,  he  said,  unless  it  could 
be  proved  that  inert  materials  accom- 
panying the  active  principles  did  not 
contribute  background  absorption. 
Furthermore,  the  four  active  principles 
were  almost  certainly  not  present 
always  in  the  same  relative  propor- 
tions. Because  they  showed  individual 
differences  in  the  nature  and  intensity 
of  their  ultra-violet  absorption  char- 
acteristics, it  must  be  impossible  to 
derive  a  constant  factor  relating  total 
pyrethrins  to  u.v.  absorbancy  values. 
Of  course,  a  similar  objection  applied 
to  the  chemical  methods,  in  which 
pyrethrin  I  plus  cinerin  I  was  calcula- 
ted as  "  pyrethrin  I  "  and  pyrethrin  II 
plus  cinerin  II  as  "  pyrethrin  II." 
Similar  considerations  and  criticisms 
must  evidently  apply  to  the  infra-red 
spectrophotometric  method  described 
by  McTaggart  and  others.**  In  addition, 
it  seemed  likely  that  fatty  esters  pres- 
ent must  interfere,  because  they  were 
esters,  by  contributing  to  the  total  in- 
tensity of  the  carbonyl  stretching  band 
that  was  measured.  Thus,  although 
spectrophotometric  methods  were  con- 
venient and  speedy  to  perform,  their 
application  to  the  assay  of  pyrethrum 
was  probably  limited. 

Shortcomings  of  Biological  Tests 

Because  pyrethrum  was  used  as  an 
insecticide,  it  could  be  argued  that  the 
only  realistic  test  was  a  biological  one. 
However,  the  precision  of  such  tests 
was  low,  the  limits  of  error  were  often 
as  high  as  ±  20  per  cent.,*  or  more; 
and  inter-laboratory  agreement  was 
often  poor.  Besides,  biological  testing 
was  expensive,  and  not  all  laboratories 
were  equipped  to  do  it.  Hence  the 
need  for  a  chemical  assay.  Results 
from  the  chemical  assay  should  corre- 
late reasonably  well  with  those  of  bio- 
logical tests  but  unfortunately  the  re- 
plication of  chemical  assays  was  often 
poor.  If  replication  could  be  improved 
he  believed  many  problems  would  dis- 
appear. He  thought  that  a  lot  of  the 
poor  results  arose  from  careless  ana- 
lytical work,  particularly  failure  to 
comply  strictly  with  published  details. 

Nevertheless,  experience  showed  that 
some  laboratories,  using  the  P.B.K.  or 
similar  methods3  could  agree  within 
±  5  per  cent.  As  pharmacopceial  stan- 
dards for  crude  drugs  and  their  extracts 
usually  permitted  limits  of  error  of 
±  5  per  cent,  such  limits  were  inten- 
ded to  cover  sampling  and  other  errors 
as  well  as  analytical  variations;  so  that 
agreement  on  a  single  sample  should 
be  well  within  ±  5  per  cent.  In  fact, 
certain  laboratories  with  particular  ex- 


perience of  pyrethrum  analysis  could 
usually  agree  within  ±  2  per  cent,  and 
he  did  not  expect  to  improve  on  that. 

The  producers'  analysts,  in  recent 
years,  had  nearly  always  got  higher  re- 
sults than  analysts  in  Britain.  Recent 
private  collaborative  work  had  thrown 
some  light  on  the  reasons  for  the  dis- 
crepancy, and  it  was  hoped  it  may 
be  possible  largely  to  eliminate  it. 

Commercial  extraction  of  pyrethrum 
flowers  was  usually  effected  with  cold 
light  petroleum.  It  removed  practically 
all  the  active  principles  with  the  mini- 
mum of  polymerised  pyrethrins*  and 
other  unwanted  material.  Light  petro- 
leum normally  yielded  some  4  to  5  per 
cent,  of  extract  containing  30  per  cent, 
or  more  of  total  pyrethrins.  Other  sol- 
vents were  much  less  suitable.  The  grade 
was  not  very  critical,  provided  it  was 
used  cold.  Use  of  warm  light  petro- 
leum for  the  assay  of  pyrethrum 
flowers  gave  falsely  high  results;  and 
included  material  that  was  neither  ob- 
tained nor  wanted  in  industrial  ex- 
traction. 

Decolorised  Extracts 

There  was  an  increasing  demand  for 
more  or  less  decolorised  extracts,  on 
the  grounds  that  use  of  the  ordinary 
extract  caused  staining.  "  In  my  opin- 
ion," Dr.  Mitchell  said,  "  this  is  be- 
coming something  of  a  fetish."  It  was 
only  when  fly  sprays  or  aerosols  made 
with  ordinary  extracts  were  misused 
that  staining  was  likely  to  be  serious. 
Unfortunately,  such  misuses,  were  not 
uncommon.  "  People  will  tend  to  chase 
individual  flies  right  on  to  the  curtains 
or  wall  paper,  with  the  apparent  idea 
of  drowning  them  in  liquid,  instead  of 
leaving  the  spray  mist  to  do  its  work." 
Under  those  circumstances,  staining  can 
and  does  occur.  It  may  not  be  possible 
to  educate  users  against  such  practices, 
so  that  it  was  justifiable  to  decolorise 
extracts  sufficiently  to  minimise  the  risk 
of  staining.  That  demand  had  been  met 
but  it  was  now  being  carried  to 
"  ridiculous  extremes."

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A  NEW  PHARMACY  DEPARTMENT  FOR  NIGERIA 

Official  opening  ceremony  at  Ibadan 


THE  pharmacy  department  at  the 
Ibadan  Branch  of  the  Nigerian  College 
of  Arts,  Science  and  Technology,  was 
officially  opened  on  November  13  be- 
fore a  distinguished  audience  drawn 
from  the  medical,  pharmaceutical  and 
educational  professions  in  Nigeria. 
H.M.  Government  was  represented  by 
the  Governor,  Western  Region  (Sir 
John  Rankine),  and  messages  of  good 
wishes  from  many  sources  were  read 
by  Mr.  K.  O.  Williams,  O.B.E.  (acting 
rector  and  principal).  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain  was  re- 
presented by  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (secre- 
tary and  registrar)  who  conveyed  greet- 
ings, best  wishes  and  congratulations  on 
behalf  of  members  of  the  Society.  A 
cheque  for  £315,  part  of  a  proposed 
gift  of  £1,000  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Nigeria,  was  presented  by 
that  Society's  president  (Mr.  P.  Archi- 
bong)  to  the  chairman  of  the  College 
Council  (Shettima  Kashim,  M.B.E.). 
The  donation  is  intended  to  assist  the 
department  in  research  into  indigenous 
plants  used  in  native  medicine. 

The  opening  ceremony  was  per- 
formed by  the  Federal  Minister  of  Edu- 
cation (Hon.  Aja  Nwachuku).  In  his 
address  the  Minister  outlined  the  steps 
that  had  led  to  the  establishment  of  the 
department  and  emphasised  its  great 
potential  for  teaching  and  research. 
After  he  had  cut  the  ceremonial  tape 
the  guests  were  conducted  around  the 
department  by  members  of  staff,  the 
principal  guests  being  in  the  care  of 
the  head  of  the  department  (Dr.  J.  M. 
Rowson).  They  showed  considerable 
interest  in  the  exhibits,  and  in  demon- 
stration exercises  performed  by  groups 
of  students  in  each  laboratory.  Later, 
under  the  full  moon  of  a  tropical  night, 
they  took  part  in  a  cocktail  party  held 
on  the  floodlit  lawns  in  front  of  the 
department. 

The  Nigerian  College  of  Arts. 
Science  and  Technology  comprises 
branches  in  Enugu,  Ibadan  and  Zaria. 
The  College  was  established  on  lines 
suggested  in  a  1950  report  on  technical 
college  organisation  in  Nigeria  by  Dr. 
J.  F.  Harlow,  M.B.E.  (former  principal, 
Chelsea  College  of  Science  and  Tech- 
nology) and  Mr.  W.  H.  Thorp  (former 
chief  inspector  of  technical  education, 


Nigeria).  Building  was  commenced  at 
Ibadan  in  1950  and  the  Ibadan  branch 
of  the  College  now  occupies  a  site  of 
about  350  acres  adjoining  University 
College.  After  its  foundation  the  Coun- 
cil of  Ministers  for  the  Federation  of 
Nigeria  decided  that  the  College  should 
take  over  the  training  of  pharmacists 
from  the  existing  school  of  pharmacy 
at  Yaba.  The  statutory  qualification  of 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  established 
under  the  Pharmacy  Ordinance  of  1936 
and  1945,  was  awarded  by  the  Phar- 
macy Board  to  successful  students  after 
a  three-year  course  at  Yaba,  and  the 
standard  was  somewhat  lower  than  the 
British  qualification  of  the  same  name. 
The  College  Council  accepted  the  de- 
cision of  the  Council  of  Ministers  and 
planning  of  the  new  department  was 
begun.  Generous  assistance  from  many 
sources  included  in  particular  advice 
from  the  schools  of  pharmacy  of  the 
University  of  London  and  Chelsea  Col- 
lege of  Science  and  Technology. 

Rapid  Progress 

Clearance  of  the  bush  was  begun  at 
the  eastern  end  of  the  Ibadan  branch 
site  on  November  4,  1957.  The  main 
structure  of  the  building  was  comple- 
ted in  the  following  year,  towards  the 
end  of  which  the  transfer  of  equip- 
ment began  from  various  temporary 
teaching  quarters  in  use  since  Septem- 
ber 1957.  In  January  1959  the  first 
practical  classes  in  pharmaceutics  were 
held  in  the  new  building  and  between 
then  and  now  all  the  rooms  have  been 
furnished  and  equipped  and  are  in  use 
for  teaching  and  research  purposes. 

The  building  is  designed  to  cater  for 
an  annual  intake  of  forty  students  to  a 
three-year  course.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a 
letter  H.  and  consists  of  a  three-floored 
centre  block  linking  an  elevated  one- 
floored  north  wing  and  a  two-floored 
south  wing.  The  wings  can  be  increased 
by  adding  another  floor  at  a  later  date 
if  necessary.  There  are  forty-seven 
rooms  having  a  total  floor  area  of 
30.300  sq.  ft.  The  furniture  and  benches 
in  the  laboratories  have  all  been  made 
from  African  mahogany  in  the  College 
workshop.  On  the  top  floor  of  the  cen- 
tre block  are  two  lecture  theatres,  cap- 
able of  seating  sixty  and  forty  students

respectively,  a  students'  reading  room, 
and  two  staff  rooms. 

The  ground  floor  contains  rooms  for 
the  head  of  the  department,  secretarial 
staff,  reference  library  and  microbi- 
ology. The  microbiology  rooms  com- 
prise a  preparation  room,  teaching 
laboratory,  sterile  transfer  room  and 
changing  room.  In  the  lower  ground 
floor  there  are  several  stores  for  chemi- 
cals and  apparatus,  a  dark  room,  an 
instrument  workshop  and  a  medicinal- 
plants  research  laboratory.  The  build- 
ing is  supplied  with  gas  from  an  Aero- 
gen  petrol-gas  generator  contained  in 
one  of  the  stores. 

The  north  wing  contains  the  remain- 
ing pharmaceutics  laboratories,  com- 
prising two  dispensing  and  general 
pharmaceutics  laboratories  separated 
by  a  store,  two  staff  research  rooms 
and  a  manufacturing  laboratory  with 
a  representative  selection  of  small-scale 
manufacturing  plant  and  an  air-condi- 
tioned annexe  for  tablet  preparation 
(the  preparation  of  tabs.  A.P.C.  in- 
trigued many  guests  during  their  tour 
of  the  department).  Steam  is  to  be  sup- 
plied to  the  manufacturing  laboratory 
from  a  boiler  house  now  nearing  com- 
pletion about  30  yd.  beyond  the  north 
wing. 

The  use  of  the  well  equipped  phar- 
maceutics laboratories,  the  design  of 
which  follows  the  best  in  British 
schools  of  pharmacy,  is  of  inestimable 
value  in  the  training  of  Nigerian  phar- 
macists, since  there  is  in  Nigeria 
neither  a  period  of  post-graduate  train- 
ing before  registration  nor  a  manufac- 
turing industry. 

Pharmaceutical  chemistry  laboratories 
on  the  ground  floor  of  the  south  wing 
consist  of  a  physical  chemistry  labora- 
tory with  an  air-conditioned  annexe  for 
instruments,  two  research  rooms  for 
staff,  two  general  laboratories,  a  bal- 
ance room  and  a  store.  In  the  front  on 
the  lower  ground  floor  are  a  main 
pharmacognosy  laboratory,  two  re- 
search laboratories  and  a  histology 
laboratory.  Beyond  them  are  a  large 
pharmacology  laboratory  and  three  re- 
search rooms.  Adjacent  to  the  pharma- 
cology laboratory  and  in  the  rear  court- 
yard are  a  five-roomed  animal  house 
and  research  room.  At  the  furthermost 
end  of  the  lower  ground  floor  are  staff 
and  student  cloakrooms.  The  chairman 
of  the  College  Council,  in  his  address 
at  the  opening,  gave  the  cost  of  the 
building  as  £100,000  and  of  the  equip- 
ment £50.000. 

Teaching  Policy 

The  academic  policy  of  the  new  de- 
partment was  determined  in  a  confer- 
ence on  pharmaceutical  education  held 
in  Ibadan  in  May  1958  and  attended 
by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  the  dean  of  the  school  of  phar- 
macy. University  of  London,  represen- 
tatives of  the  Federal  Ministry  of 
Health,  the  College,  the  University  Col- 
lege, Ibadan,  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety of  Nigeria,  and  pharmaceutical 
manufacturing  houses  represented  in 
West  Africa.  It  was  agreed  to  provide 
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a  three-year  course  of  pro- 
fessional studies  of  a  stan- 
dard similar  to  that  for  the 
British  M.P.S.  qualification, 
the  object  being  to  provide  a 
competent  general  practi- 
tioner in  pharmacy.  Standard 
<~>f  entry  to  the  course  is  an 
"  A "  level  certificate  in 
chemistry,  physics  and  a  bio- 
logical subject.  Arrangements

were  made  for  joint  examinations  to  be 
held  by  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Nigeria 
and  the  College  and  moderated  by  two 
external  examiners.  Successful  students 
would  be  awarded  the  statutory  quali- 
fication of  the  Pharmacy  Board  (Chem- 
ist and  Druggist  diploma)  and  the  dip- 
loma in  pharmacy  of  the  Nigerian  Col- 
lege of  Technology  (Dip.  Pharm.  (N)). 
It  was  also  agreed  to  provide  facilities 
for  the  training  of  a  small  group  of 
students  annually  for  a  degree  in  phar- 
macy. Negotiations  with  the  University 
of  London  and  with  University  Col- 
lege, Ibadan,  for  the  establishment  of 
a  special  overseas  arrangement  for  de- 
gree studies  are  in  progress. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  approved  the 
decisions  and  agreed  that  the  three- 
year  diploma  course  should  become 
compulsory  for  those  students  entering 
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the  College  for  "  A  "  level  studies  after 
March  1958,  and  that  the  first  three- 
year  course  should  commence  in  Octo- 
ber 1960.  Three  groups  of  students  have 
undertaken  or  are  now  pursuing  a  two- 
year  course  similar  to  that  in  Great 
Britain.  The  six  students  of  the  first 
group  were  admitted  in  1957.  At  the 
first  Diploma  examination,  held  in  May 
1959,  when  the  department  was  again 
assisted  by  Professors  Linnell  and  Shot- 
ton  (on  that  occasion  as  external  ex- 
aminers), five  students  were  successful 
and  one  was  referred  in  one  subject. 
There  are  at  present  twenty-one  stu- 
dents in  the  final  year  of  their  course 
and  twenty-six  in  the  first  year.  The 
number  of  first-year  students  is  being

MANCHESTER 

Dead  Sea  Scrolls 

An  address  by  the  Rev.  Irvin  Hodgson 
on  the  "  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  "  was  heard 
on  December  1  by  the  Manchester 
branch  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharma- 
cists jointly  with  the  Manchester,  Sal- 
ford  and  Oldham  branches  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  and  the  Manchester 
and  Salford  Associations.  The  speaker 
first  briefly  told  of  the  discovery  of  the 
Scrolls  in  1957,  then  proceeded  to  give 
a  brief  summary  of  their  contents. 
They  formed  part  of  the  intensive 
library  of  the  Essenes.  He  went  on  to 
give  much  interesting  information 
about  that  "  brotherhood, "  its  history, 
traditions,  customs  and  beliefs.  He  re- 
ferred to  the  undoubted  influence  of 
Essenic  beliefs  and .  practices  upon  the 
early  Christian  Church,  giving  instances 
of  present-day  practices  that  are 
directly  traceable  to  this  ancient  body. 
He  discussed  the  possibility,  widely  ac- 
cepted in  some  circles,  that  Jesus  was 
himself  a  member,  and  gave  details  of 
a  story  contained  in  an  ancient  manu- 
script, that  Jesus  was  trained  by  the 
Essenes  over  a  period  of  many  years, 
especially  for  the  work  of  his 
public  Ministry. 

FINCHLEY 

Pharmacy  in  the  Middle  Ages 

The  romance  of  trade  in  the  Middle 
Ages  was  told  to  the  Finchley  and  Dis- 
trict Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety on  November  16,  when  Professor 
G.  E.  Trease  (Nottingham  University) 
addressed  an  audience  of  forty  mem- 
bers. The  professor  began  by  expressing 


increased  to  thirty-six  in  January  1960, 
when  students  from  the  Northern  Re- 
gion of  Nigeria,  who  have  had  some 
pharmaceutical  training  are  being  ad- 
mitted into  the  department. 

Almost  all  pharmacy  students  in  the 
College  are  "  bonded "  (bound  by 
agreement)  to  the  Federal  or  one  of  the 
Regional  Governments,  and  only  one 
or  two  students  pay  their  own  fees.  In 
return  for  their  tuition  and  mainten- 
ance, those  students,  after  qualifying, 
undertake  paid  work  for  their  bonding 
authority  for  a  period  of  five  years.  If 
the  bond  is  broken  costs  are  legally 
recoverable.  There  are  thus  virtually 
no  "  free "  pharmacists.  Moreover, 
their  total  number  is  only  about  400.

his  pleasure  at  meeting  many  of  his 
old  students,  and  went  on  to  outline 
the  early  trade  routes  of  the  Middle 
East,  which  gradually  extended  to  Wes- 
tern Europe  and  the  British  Isles.  He 
told  of  "  spicery,"  which  covered  crude 
drugs,  sugar,  rice,  wax,  medicines,  dye- 
stuffs,  paper,  silk,  etc.,  and  which  later 
became  divided  between  the  "  spicers  " 
and  the  "  spicer-apothecaries,"  who 
were  the  predecessors  of  the  present- 
day  grocer  and  pharmacist.  Following 
a  specific  case,  the  professor  traced  the 
records  of  Robert  Montpelier,  apothe- 
cary to  the  Royal  household.  Mont- 
pelier's  duties  primarily  concerned  the 
preparation  of  spiced  wines  for  festive 
occasions,  but  he  also  held  a  "  seld  " 
business  premises,  in  Cheapside.  The 
professor  illustrated  his  talk  with  lan- 
tern slides,  showing  maps  of  the  era, 
photographs  of  recipes,  and  much  of 
the  literature  he  had  compiled  and 
translated. 

LONDON 

Treatment  of  Psychiatric  Illness 

The  second  in  the  series  of  specialist 
lectures  on  modern  therapeutics, 
arranged  as  a  form  of  refresher  course, 
by  the  South-east  Metropolitan  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held 
at  the  Maudsley  Hospital,  Denmark 
Hill,  on  November  24,  when  an  address 
"  The  Modern  Treatment  of  Psychiatric 
Illness  "  was  given  by  Dr.  Denis  Leigh 
(physician  to  the  Bethlem  Royal  and 
Maudsley  Hospitals).  Commencing  with 
the  historical  aspect,  Dr.  Leigh  com- 
mented on  the  change  in  public  feeling 
towards  mental  illness.  As  the  disorder 
was  originally  thought  to  be  caused  by 
the  presence  of  evil  spirits,  early 
attempts  at  treatment  involved  the  lay- 
ing on  of  hands  and  exorcising. 
Whereas  in  medieval  times,  the  func- 
tion was  performed  by  a  priest,  by  the 
fifteenth  century,  the  doctor  had  come 
into  the  picture.  Illustrating  his  lecture 
by  lantern  slides,  the  speaker  referred 
to  some  of  the  methods  of  restraint 
formerly  used  to  control  mental 
patients.  After  stating  that  the  use  of 
purgatives  was  the  earliest  attempt  at 
drug  therapy.  Dr.  Leigh  spoke  of  the 
wide  use  of  bromides  which  gave  place 
to  chloral  hydrate  and  then  to  paralde- 
hyde. The  barbiturates  proved  an  ad- 
vance, they  were  followed  by  the  phe- 
nothiazines  and  reserpine.  In  similar 
manner,  Dr.  Leigh  treated  the  develop- 
ment of  the  stimulants  from  caffeine  to 


The  100  or  so  retail  pharmacies,  to- 
gether with  the  Government  hospitals, 
serve  a  population  of  35  millions,  in 
striking  contrast  to  Great  Britain, 
where  about  27,000  pharmacists  serve 
fifty  millions. 

Nigeria,  however,  on  the  eve  of  its 
independence  is  conscious  of  its  re- 
sponsibilities, and  it  seems  likely  that 
the  next  few  years  will  see  a  rapid  ex- 
pansion of  the  pharmaceutical  services, 
particularly  in  the  spheres  of  retail  and 
manufacturing  pharmacy.  The  new  de- 
partment of  pharmacy  can  play  a  vital 
role  by  supplying  men  and  women  well 
trained  in  their  chosen  profession  and 
who  can  uphold  its  tradition  and  integ- 
rity.

PORTSMOUTH 

Pharmacist  Mayor  and  President 

That  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Portsmouth 
was  a  pharmacist  and  as  such  was,  with 
the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety, being  entertained  by  their  fellow 
pharmacists,  made  the  recent  annual 
dinner  and  dance  of  the  Portsmouth  and 
District  Branch  a  special  occasion.  Pro- 
posing the  toast  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,"  Dr.  Hern 
(local  medical  officer  of  health)  referred 
specially  to  hospital  pharmacy  and  to 
the  fact  that  it  was  impossible  to  enlist 
enough  pharmacists  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  hospitals  owing  to  the  low  remu- 
neration offered  them  under  the 
National  Health  Service.  Mr.  G.  H. 
Hughes  (president  of  the  Society)  in 
reply,  thanked  Dr.  Hern  for  his  refer- 
ence to  hospital  pharmacists,  who  were, 
he  said,  sometimes  forgotten.  It  was  a 
special  honour  for  him  to  be  invited  to 
Portsmouth  as  the  Society's  president  in 
a  year  when  the  lord  mayor  was  also 
a  member  of  the  Society.  Portsmouth 
could  be  proud  of  the  recovery  it  had 
made  from  war-time  destruction.  Mr. 
R.  J.  Berry  (chairman  of  the  Branch)  in 
proposing  "  The  Ladies  and  Guests." 
said  that  the  excellent  way  in  which 
Councillor  and  Mrs.  Evans  carried  out 
their  public  duties  reflected  well  on  all 
members  of  the  profession.  In  his  re- 
sponse the  lord  mayor  said  that  Ports- 
mouth was  proud  of  its  connection  with 
pharmacy.  There  were  five  pharmaceu- 
tical firms  with  factories  in  the  area, 
and  a  local  pharmacy  college  second  to 
none.  He  felt  specially  pleased  that,  in 
that  important  year  for  Portsmouth,  a 
pharmacist  was  in  the  position  of  chief 
citizen.

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Patents  in  Russia 

In  the  United  Kingdom  there  is  little  practical  experi- 
ence of  the  patent  system  of  the  Soviet  Union,  but  it 
seems  clear  that  the  owners  of  worth-while  inventions 
who  contemplate  trading  with  the  Russians  can  only 
lose  the  fees  they  pay,  and  may  well  have  a  good  deal 
to  gain,  if  they  patent  their  inventions  in  the  Soviet 
Union.  It  would  appear  only  reasonable  that  the  Soviet 
system  should  be  given  a  fair  trial.  Such,  at  any  rate, 
was  the  opinion  of  a  team  of  patent  experts  from  the 
United  Kingdom  who  recently  visited  Russia. 

The  delegation,  led  by  Mr.  Gordon  Grant  (Comp- 
troller General  of  Patents),  visited  the  Soviet  Union 
with  the  object  of  discussing  with  the  competent  Soviet 
authorities  the  protection  available  in  the  U.S.S.R.  for 
United  Kingdom  inventions.  Most  of  the  discussions 
were  with  the  Committee  on  Inventions  and  Discoveries 
under  the  Council  of  Ministers  of  the  U.S.S.R.  The 
delegation  also  had  talks  with  the  Ail-Union  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  Moscow — a  body  that  acts  as  an  inter- 
mediary between  the  foreign  owner  of  an  invention  and 
the  Committee  in  the  granting  of  Russian  patents,  and 
which,  after  grant,  notifies  the  patentee  of  any  interest 
shown  in  the  Soviet  Union  in  the  use  of  the  invention. 
There  were  discussions,  too,  with  the  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Trade,  which  has  a  general  responsibility  for 
the  licensing,  in  the  Soviet  Union,  of  foreign-owned 
patents. 

By  Soviet  law,  a  Russian  or  foreign  inventor  has  the 
option  of  securing  his  interests  by  seeking  either  a 
patent  or  an  "  author's  certificate."  A  patent  gives  him  a 
monopoly  of  his  invention  which  no  one  may  use  with- 
out his  permission.  Under  an  "  author's  certificate  "  the 
invention  is  assigned  to  the  State,  which  remunerates 
the  inventor  according  to  the  amount  of  use  made  of 
the  invention,  and  the  resultant  saving  to  the  economy 
of  the  country.  Soviet  inventors  invariably  seek 
"  author's  certificates  "  rather  than  the  more  expensive 
patents. 

A  new  Soviet  patent  law,  introduced  during  April 
1959,  does  not  differ  in  its  essentials  from  the  laws  of 
other  countries.  But  there  is  the  requirement  that, 
before  a  patent  is  granted,  it  must  be  approved  by  the 
competent  technical  organisation  as  having  actual  or 
potential  "  industrial  utility." 

The  grant  or  rejection  of  patent  or  "  author's  certi- 
ficate "  applications  is  decided  by  the  Committee  on 
Inventions  and  Discoveries,  and  within  its  orbit  there  is 
an  appeals  procedure,  although  disputes  as  to  owner- 
ship of  patents  are  heard  by  the  ordinary  courts. 


If  a  Soviet  factory  wishes  to  use  an  invention  for 
which  the  Soviet  patent  is  owned  by  a  foreigner,  the 
latter  is  notified  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The 
actual  contract  is  negotiated  by  the  Soviet  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Trade  and  one  of  the  import-export  corpora- 
tions and  is  usually  made  subject  to  arbitration  before 
the  tribunals  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  delegation  took  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the 
protection  of  trade  marks  in  the  Soviet  Union,  the 
responsibility  for  which  had  recently  been  transferred 
to  the  Committee  on  Inventions  and  Discoveries.  The 
system  appeared  not  to  differ  substantially  from  that  in 
other  countries,  and  there  was  no  knowledge  of  com- 
plaints about  it.  The  delegation  was  told  that  several 
hundred  British  trade  marks  were  registered  in  the 
Soviet  Union.  The  foundations  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  increasingly  but- 
tressed by  patents  resulting  from  research  work  and 
trade  marks,  and  the  industry  must,  therefore,  continu- 
ously ensure  that  the  protection  so  derived  is  inviolate 
and  its  cover  adequate.  It  must,  moreover,  be  ever  ready 
to  readjust  its  appraisals,  and  ma,y  be  expected  to  await 
with  an  impatient  interest,  therefore,  the  more  detailed 
report  that  has  been  promised  by  the  delegation  to 
Russia  and  its  promised  translation  of  the  new  Soviet 
patent  law.

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HYPERTENSION 

Its  treatment  with  bretylium  tosylate 


THE  incidence  of  hypertension  in  this  country  is  es- 
timated to  be  about  one  in  thirty  to  forty  people  over 
the  age  of  thirty-five,  and  approximately  one-third  of 
all  deaths  in  the  whole  population  result  from  hypertensive 
disease  and  its  complications. 

Of  the  two  phases  of  blood  pressure,  the  systolic  (when 
the  ventricles  of  the  heart  are  contracted)  and  the  diastolic 
(when  the  heart  is  relaxed),  the  latter  is  the  more  important 
clinically.  A  raised  diastolic  pressure  indicates  that  the 
arteries  are  under  constant  strain,  whereas  raised  systolic 
pressure  may  be  caused  by  a  transient  stimulus,  such  as 
anxiety.  For  practical  purposes,  any  resting  blood  pressure 
consistently  above  160/100  Hg.  is  abnormal  and  may  lead 
to  hypertensive  disease. 

As  a  person  ages,  so  degenerative  changes  occur  in  the 
arteries.  In  the  hypertensive  person  those  changes  are 
speeded  and  intensified,  and  may  lead  to  arteriosclerosis, 
hardening  and  thickening  of  the  arteries  (literally  scarring 
of  the  artery  walls).  Of  particular  importance  is  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  capacity  of  the  artery  brought  about  by  the 
thickening  of  the  walls.  As  a  result  the  heart  muscle  is  under 
strain,  since  it  endeavours  to  overcome  the  increased  re- 
sistance. Failure  of  the  left  ventricle,  followed  by  conges- 
tive heart  failure,  may  then  ensue.  The  complications  of 
hypertensive  disease  include  possible  rupture  of  a  small 
artery  of  the  brain,  resulting  in  a  "  stroke,"  retinopathy  due 
to  increased  intracranial  pressure,  and  impaired  filtration  by 
the  kidneys,  leading  to  uraemia. 

Control  of  Hypertension 

The  main  factors  that  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  blood 
pressure  are  cardiac  output  and  resistance  to  blood  flow  in 
the  vessels.  The  latter  is  under  the  control  of  the  autonomic 
nervous  system.  Stimulation  of  the  sympathetic  nervous 
system  causes  vasoconstriction,  so  that  the  most  effective 
method  of  reducing  blood  pressure  is  by  inhibition  of  that 
system. 

Since,  in  their  course  from  brain  to  end-organs,  each  nerve 
of  the  autonomic  system  is  connected  by  ganglia,  there 
are  various  places  at  which  transmission  of  impulses  may 
be  interrupted.  The  obvious  method,  that  of  cutting  the 
nerves,  is  best  avoided,  both  because  it  is  a  major  opera- 
tion and  because  only  a  relatively  small  part  of  the  sym- 
pathetic system  can  be  removed.  Chemical  blockade  is  pre- 
ferable, as  its  action  is  widespread  and  may  be  suitably 
adjusted  by  altering  the  dose. 

Agents  that  act  centrally  are  believed  to  work  by  block- 
ing impulses  in  the  vasomotor  centre  or  at  higher  centres 
of  the  brain.  Amongst  them  are  rauwolfia  derivatives, 
veratrum  alkaloids  and  hydralazine.  Rauwolfia  derivatives 
are  usually  too  mild  in  action  to  be  of  value  in  the  treat- 
ment of  severe  hypertension,  but  have  a  place  as  adjuncts 
to  other  therapy.  The  veratrum  alkaloids  and  hydralazine 
produce  distressing  side-effects  which  restrict  their  use. 

The  ganglion-blocking  agents  act  by  decreasing  the  sen- 
sitivity of  cells  to  acetylcholine.  Acetylcholine,  however,  is 
ubiquitous.  It  is  the  chemical  transmitter  of  nerve  impulses 
released  at  endings  of  the  parasympathetic  nerves,  at  end- 
ings of  the  voluntary  system,  and  at  the  ganglia  of  both  the 
sympathetic  and  the  parasympathetic  systems.  Therefore, 
although  ganglionic-blocking  agents  effectively  reduce  blood 
pressure  by  inhibiting  sympathetic  nervous  impulses,  they 
also  produce  undesirable  side-effects  due  to  inhibition  of 
impulses  from  other  nerves.  The  side-effects  of  blurred 
vision,  constipation  and  dry  mouth  result  from  parasym- 
pathetic blockade,  while  muscular  weakness  due  to  inhibi- 
tion of  voluntary  nerves  is  possible  from  large  doses. 

Another  approach  to  the  problem  is  the  use  of  antagon- 
ists to  adrenaline,  a  chemical  mediator  of  nervous  impulses 


at  the  end-organs  of  the  sympathetic  system.  Unfortunately 
those  compounds  produce  undesirable  side-effects,  tolerance 
rapidly  develops  and,  in  the  event  of  overdosage,  their  ac- 
tion cannot  be  countered  by  adrenaline  injections. 

Recently  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  introduced  a  new 
compound  that  selectively  blocks  transmission  in  post- 
ganglionic sympathetic  nerves  and  therefore  interrupts  im- 
pulses between  the  ganglion  and  the  end-organ.  In  normal 
doses  it  does  not  affect  the  parasympathetic  nerves,  so  that 
side-effects  common  with  ganglion-blocking  agents  are  not 
encountered.  Unlike  adrenaline  antagonists,  the  new  drug 
bretylium  tosylate  (Darenthin)  has  an  action  that  may  be 
reversed  by  adrenaline  or  similar  drugs. 

Toxicity  Tests 

The  affinity  of  bretylium  tosylate  for  sympathetic  fibres 
was  confirmed  during  tests  with  "C  labelled  doses.  When 
the  drug  was  injected  into  cats  in  a  dose  sufficient  to  abolish 
sympathetic  tone,  a  much  higher  level  of  radioactivity  was 
found  in  the  sympathetic  ganglia,  post-ganglionic  sympathe- 
tic fibres  and  tissues  with  a  rich  adrenergic  innervation  than 
in  other  tissues.  No  radioactivity  was  found  in  the  central 
nervous  system.  Determinations  of  toxicity  showed  the 
compound  to  be  toxic  only  at  levels  thirty  or  more  times 
those  needed  to  reduce  sympathetic  tone.  Rats,  cats,  and 
monkeys  given  subcutaneous  doses  for  periods  up  to  four 
weeks  showed  no  cumulative  toxicity,  and  the  drug  given 
orally  was  still  well  tolerated  in  the  monkey  at  the  end  of 
sixteen  weeks. 

As  a  result  of  studies  at  the  Wellcome  Research  Labora- 
tories,  trials  in  human  subjects  were  initiated  by  Professor 
Rosenheim  and  his  team  at  University  College,  London. 
The  compound  was  given  first  to  healthy  volunteers  and 
later  to  severely  hypertensive  patients.  Regular  treatment 
with  bretylium  tosylate  was  then  carried  out  for  many 
months  in  thirty-six  patients.  Control  was  satisfactory 
and  side-effects  trivial.  Boura  and  others,  in  their  report 
in  the  Lancet  (1959.  II.  17),  said  that  "  Sufficient  evidence 
has  been  obtained  to  justify  the  wider  study  of  the  action 
of  Darenthin  in  man,  and  its  possible  application  in  thera- 
peutics." 

In  addition  to  its  therapeutic  use,  the  compound  is  certain 
to  be  of  interest  to  physiologists,  because  its  selective  action 
on  certain  sympathetic  fibres  and  ganglia  makes  it  a  useful 
tool  for  investigating  the  autonomic  nervous  system. 

Bretylium  tosylate,  one  of  a  series  of  quaternary  am- 
monium compounds,  is  chemically  N  -  o  -  bromobenzyl  -JV  - 
ethyl :  N  :  A'-dimethylammonium  p-toluenesulphonate  :  — 
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As  with  other  drugs  used  for  the  treatment  of  hyperten- 
sion, its  dose  has  to  be  "  tailored  "  to  the  patient.  In  their 
Lancet  paper,  the  University  College  hospital  team  sugges- 
ted an  initial  dose  of  200  mgm.  (one  "  Darenthin  "  tablet) 
three  times  a  day,  to  be  increased  under  supervision  by  not 
more  than  100  mgm.  per  dose  every  day  until  the  desired 
result  is  attained.  More  widespread  use  has  confirmed  this 
dosage,  though  a  few  patients  do  respond  to  a  lower  dose. 
Blood  pressure  readings,  with  the  patient  upright,  are  neces- 
sary during  the  stabilisation  period,  and  the  tablets  should 
be  taken  after  food. 
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FROM  CRABS'  EYES  TO  PENICILLIN 

Conditions  in  pharmacy,  1859  to  1959

WHEN  the  first  Pharmacy  Act  was  passed  in  1868 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  was  already  nine  years 
old,  and  conditions  in  pharmacy  were  very  different 
from  those  of  today.  There  was  perhaps  a  greater  distinc- 
tion between  town  and  country,  and  business  tended  to  fall 
into  two  groups.  In  the  small  country  town  or  large  village 
probably  little  dispensing  was  done,  many  doctors  supplying 
their  own  medicines;  there  would  be  a  good  trade  in  simple 
remedies,  including  laudanum  for  home  treatment.  Spices, 
curry  powder  and  other  culinary  aids  were  invariably  pur- 
chased from  the  chemist.  Toilet  waters,  pomades,  cones  of 
prepared  chalk  known  as  "  crabs'  eyes  "  (used  for  cleaning 
silver),  vinegarettes  and  smelling  salts  for  the  vapours  were 
all  in  demand. 

In  the  country  market  town  a  large  drysalters'  business 
was  done,  arsenic  for  seed  dressing  being  sold  by  the  pound 
or  hundredweight,  in  spite  of  the  restrictions  of  the  Arsenic 
Act  of  1851;  quantities  of  condition  powders  for  cattle, 
horse  balls  and  drenches  would  be  made  on  the  premises 
and  packed  ready  for  market  and  fair  days. 

By  contrast,  doctors  in  the  cities  and  large  towns  would, 
for  their  better-class  patients  at  any  rate,  write  a  prescrip- 
tion, and  the  volume  of  private  dispensing  was  considerable. 
So  far  as  possible  all  galenicals  were  made  on  the  premises, 
and  a  good  trade  done  in  sundries  for  the  sick  room.  It  is 
certain  that  leeches  would  be  in  stock.  There  was  little  if 
any  window  display — possibly  a  specie  jar,  some  sponges, 
or  maybe  feeding  bottles  and  stoneware  inhalers.  It  was 
a  time  of  prosperity  for  owners  of  the  larger  establish- 
ments, and  modest  fortunes  were  made. 

So  far  as  the  country  business  was  concerned  little  change 
took  place  until  well  into  the  present  century.  There  was 
more  competition  amongst  wholesalers,  and  the  number  of 
their  travellers  increased.  One  of  the  highlights  would  be 
the  yearly  visit  of  the  sundries  house  representative  dressed 
in  frock  coat  and  silk  hat,  with  possibly  a  dozen  hampers 
of  samples.  The  sale  of  "  patent "  medicines  was  increasing 
but  was  not  yet  extensive.  Most  chemists  packed  their  own 
proprietaries,  which  often  enjoyed  a  reputation  well  beyond 
the  normal  business  radius.  In  fact  some  of  them  are  big 
sellers  at  the  present  time.  Tablets  were  later  prescribed, 
also  new  chemicals  made  by  German  fine  chemical  firms. 

In  large  towns  all  was  not  well,  particularly  with  the 
small  shop.  Hours  were  long  and  there  was  little  leisure, 
association  meetings  being  attended  largely  by  those  able  to 
employ  assistants  but  who  nevertheless  deplored  the  fact 
that  the  "  young  men  "  had  no  time  to  study.  There  were 
a  few  exceptions,  but  it  was  mostly  lip  service  they  paid, 
for  they  made  little  effort  to  set  an  example  by  closing 
early.  Most  assistants  studied  during  their  scant  leisure  and 
then  sat  for  the  Minor  after  spending  a  few  months  cram- 
ming at  one  of  the  schools  of  pharmacy;  some  cities,  such 
as  Liverpool,  had  part-time  classes. 

In  the  later  years  of  the  century,  price  cutting  became 
rampant,  many  "  patent "  medicines  being  sold  at  below 
cost  price.  Throughout  history  a  time  of  crisis  generally 
produces  a  leader:  in  this  case  Sir  William  Glyn  Jones,  by 
whose  efforts  the  P.A.T.A.  was  founded  in  1896.  Few,  if 
any,  non-pharmaceutical  products  were  sold,  but  the  sale  of 
cosmetics  increased  including  pommade  hongroise,  used  as 
a  fixative  for  the  finely  pointed  moustache  fashionable  at 
that  period,  and  macassar  oil  which  gave  rise  to  the  word 
antimacassar  to  protect  the  upholstery  on  the  backs  of 
chairs. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century  the  shop  window  lost  the 
austere  professional  look,  an  attempt  being  made  at  window 


dressing,  often  with  deplorable  results.  The  object  seemed 
to  be  completely  to  fill  all  available  space  with  goods,  and 
it  was  many  years  before  anything  in  the  nature  of  an 
artistic  display  came  into  being. 

In  1903  the  "known,  admitted  and  approved  remedies" 
exemption  in  favour  of  chemists,  etc.,  referred  to  in  the 
Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1812,  which  had  lain  dormant,  came 
into  force.  It  was  necessary  to  print  on  the  label  a  reference 
to  a  published  formula,  and  a  list  of  approved  books  of 
formulas  was  given;  the  list  included  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Diary,  also  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  first 
published  in  1898,  and  which  contained,  among  other  things, 
a  formula  for  bandoline,  the  forerunner  of  the  mucilaginous 
hair-setting  lotions  of  today.  In  the  words  of  the  exemption, 
the  exempted  remedies  could  "  only  be  uttered  or  vended  by 
a  surgeon,  apothecary,  chemist  or  druggist  or  by  such  per- 
son who  hath  served  as  a  surgeon  in  the  Army  or  Navy." 

In  1908.  amid  considerable  pharmaceutical  excitement,  a 
new  Pharmacy  Act,  amending  those  of  1852  and  1868, 
was  passed  to  give  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  control  over 
corporate  bodies,  and  to  extend  its  power  to  make  by-laws. 
Well  before  the  1914-18  war  the  amateur  photographer 
came  into  being,  thus  providing  the  pharmaceutical  business 
with  its  most  profitable  and  legitimate  side  line.  Many 
chemists  studied  optics  and  did  a  good  turnover  in  sight 
testing  and  supplying  glasses. 

An  important  year  was  that  of  1911,  in  which  Lloyd 
George  introduced  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act.  The 
Act  had  the  effect  of  increasing  dispensing,  especially  in  the 
working-class  districts  of  the  cities  and  towns. 

The  larger  shops  had  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  appren- 
tices, and  substantial  premiums  were  paid.  The  writer's 
apprenticeship  was  served  in  a  large  seaside  village  in  North 
Wales.  All  galenicals  were,  so  far  as  possible,  made  on  the 
premises,  and  a  fair  amount  of  dispensing  was  done.  The 
local  doctors  were  fond  of  prescribing  pills,  many  of  which 
were  silvered  and  sent  out  in  purple-shouldered  pill  boxes 
lined  with  pink  cotton  wool.  The  plaster  iron  was  in  fre- 
quent use.  All  bottles  were  wrapped  secundem  artem  in 
white  demy.  It  was  the  period  of  "  Pink  String  and  Sealing 
Wax."  In  common  with  other  similar  businesses  we  did  a 
large  photographic  trade,  doing  our  own  developing  and 
printing.  In  an  outhouse  at  the  back  of  the  shop  syphons  of 
soda  water  were  filled  using  cylinders  of  compressed  carbon 
dioxide  gas.  Several  of  our  own  proprietaries  were  made 
and  packed;  we  even  made  our  own  perfumes,  for  which 
we  used  globe-stoppered  bottles  capped  with  skin. 

The  1914-18  war  did  not  materially  affect  supplies.  Money 
was  plentiful,  shops  closed  earlier,  and  more  women  entered 
the  profession.  After  the  war  few  pharmacists  made  any 
galenicals — even  the  simplest.  That  was  due  partly  to  econ- 
omic causes  and  partly  to  increased  standardisation.  Sales 
in  "  patent  "  medicines  continued  to  increase.  Vendors  had 
to  have  a  patent-medicine  licence,  costing  5s.  a  year,  but, 
unless  the  product  contained  a  poison  (thus  bringing  it 
under  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act),  there  was  no  restric- 
tion on  sales,  and  "  patent  "  medicines  were  sold  by  grocers, 
village  shops  and  the  shop  round  the  corner.  Some  manufac- 
turers even  paid  the  retailer  the  annual  cost  of  the  licence 
as  an  inducement  to  sell  their  goods. 

The  Patent  Medicine  Act  was  repealed  in  1941,  but  it 
then  became  necessary  to  print  the  formula  on  the  package, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  so-called  secret  remedies.  The 
trade  in  cosmetics  was  considerable,  fostered  in  some  measure 
by  the  purchase  of  such  products  for  the  first  time  by 
women  and  girls  in  the  war-time  munition  factories.  Many 
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proprietors  viewed  with  apprehension  the  growth  of  the 
multiple  firms,  but  the  event  has  shown  that  there  is  room 
for  all,  and  increased  competition  has  not  necessarily  been 
a  bad  thing. 

In  the  years  between  the  two  world  wars,  business  was 
more  or  less  stable,  except  in  the  depressed  areas,  which 
suffered  severely  during  the  early  'thirties.  Shops  continued 
to  close  much  earlier  than  before  1914. 

As  a  result  of  medical  propaganda  by  manufacturers, 
more  proprietaries  were  prescribed,  but  at  that  time  the 
maker's  label  was  invariably  removed  by  the  chemist. 
Wholesalers  supplied  a  wide  range  of  packed  goods  with 
labels  bearing  the  chemist's  name  and  address,  and  few 
retailers  continued  to  pack  their  own  preparations. 

In  the  country  districts  a  considerable  amount  of  veter- 
inary business  was  done.  Much  research  work  was  carried 
out  by  manufacturers  and  agricultural  colleges,  and  many 
new  products  scientifically  formulated  replaced  the  old  con- 
dition powders  and  horse  balls;  all  of  which  changes  were 
appreciated  by  the  farmer  and  stock  breeder.  In  horticulture 
also  the  commercial  and  amateur  gardener  came  to  make 
more  use  of  fertilisers,  hormone  powders,  selective  weed 
killers  and  pest  destroyers.  Unfortunately,  most  of  those 
goods  were  stocked  by  other  traders  and  the  chemist  secured 
only  a  small  share. 

The  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  which  become  law  in  Sep- 
tember 1920,  compelled  the  chemist  to  keep  additional  re- 
cords, but  on  the  whole  the  Act  has  worked  very  smoothly. 

The  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  required  all  pre- 
mises to  be  registered  and  a  fee  paid.  A  Statutory  Commit- 
tee came  into  being,  with  power  to  remove  from  the  register 
any  pharmacist  found  guilty  of  professional  misconduct. 

In  1937  came  the  first  of  what  the  popular  Press  called 

miracle "  drugs :  sulphonamides  were  introduced  to  the 
medical  profession,  thus  opening  up  an  entirely  new  ap- 
proach to  the  treatment  of  many  diseases.  That  was  the 
commencement  of  really  big  business  by  the  pharmaceutical 


divisions  of  the  large  chemical  firms.  Penicillin  became 
available  in  general  medical  practice  in  June  1946,  to  be 
followed  by  a  number  of  other  antibiotics,  hormones,  and  a 
vast  array  of  synthetic  chemical  compounds.  All  this  has 
profoundly  changed  the  character  of  dispensing.  The  1939- 
45  war  caused  a  great  shortage  of  supplies,  both  of  staff  and 
goods,  many  of  which  became  subject  to  severe  rationing, 
particularly  cosmetics  and  luxury  products.  Purchase  tax 
was  introduced. 

Just  after  the  war  many  pharmacists,  particularly  those 
doing  a  so-called  high-class  dispensing  business,  obtained 
licences  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act,  1925,  which  enabled  them  to  make  such 
products  as  penicillin  injection  and  other  medicaments  to 
which  the  Act  applied.  To  obtain  that  licence  it  was  fre- 
quently necessary  to  make  structural  alterations  to  the 
existing  dispensary. 

In  the  middle  of  1948  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  came  into  effect,  heralding  a  completely  new  era  in 
pharmacy,  nearly  the  whole  population  of  the  country,  by 
virtue  of  their  compulsory  weekly  contribution  under  the 
Act.  became  entitled  to  free  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
service.  The  turnover  in  dispensing  has  become  enormous, 
and  the  Government  is  a  big  customer.  Nevertheless  there 
is  still  a  fair  amount  of  private  dispensing,  and  a  consider- 
able counter  trade  in  pharmaceutical  products,  cosmetics 
and  photographic  goods. 

During  recent  years  many  pharmacies  have  been  refitted, 
and  new  ones  opened,  especially  on  new  housing  estates. 
Nowadays  a  large  amount  of  display  space  is  taken  up  with 
toilet  and  photographic  goods.  Gone  are  the  shop  rounds 
and  drug  drawers.  To  one  of  the  old  school  the  modern 
pharmacy  neither  looks  nor  smells  like  a  chemist's  shop. 

With  the  increase  in  dispensing  there  has  been  in  the 
smaller  business  a  growing  tendency  for  the  owner  to  spend 
most  of  his  time  in  the  dispensary,  thus  losing  that  personal 
touch  with  his  customers — one  of  his  greatest  assets. 
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WHERE  DO  I  STAND? 

Asks  an  ordinary  retailer  concerned  at  Council  policies 


MANY  ordinary  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  engaged  in  retail  practice  must  have 
asked  themselves  the  question  in  my  title  during 
recent  years,  in  face  of  the  Council's  change  of  policy  re- 
garding pharmaceutical  education. 

Your  leading  article  a  few  weeks  ago  (C.  &  D.,  November 
14,  p.  427) — on  the  activities  of  the  Council — supported  in 
part,  perhaps  (as  it  happens),  by  a  letter  from  a  past-chair- 
man of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  (p.  426) — may 
serve  to  bring  into  the  open  a  vital  question,  for  a  frank 
discussion  of  which  the  majority  of  C.  &  D.  readers  must 
have  been  waiting  for  some  time,  namely  the  relations  that 
should,  and  the  relations  that  do,  exist  between  members 
of  the  Society  and  the  Council. 

Pharmacists  engaged  in  retail  business  represent  the  larg- 
est section  of  those  whose  names  are  on  the  Register.  How- 
ever much  we  may  engage  in  commercial  activities — with 
which,  it  is  assumed,  the  Council  consider  they  have  little 
to  do — we  do  at  the  same  time  follow  our  own  profession 
and  our  services  are  considered  to  be  essential  to  the 
Government's  scheme  for  providing,  at  need,  medicine  and 
medical  treatment  for  over  90  per  cent,  of  the  population. 
We  have  a  right,  therefore,  to  think  that  professionally  we 
fill  an  important  place  in  the  life  of  the  community  and  that, 
in  our  own  way,  so  far  as  opportunity  serves  us,  we  do 
practise  the  art  of  pharmacy. 

In  the  Supplemental  Charter  granted  to  the  Society  in 
November  1953  the  objects  of  the  Society  are  stated  as  be- 
ing, among  other  things, 

To  advance  chemistry  and  pharmacy. 

To  promote  pharmaceutical  education  and  the  application  of 
pharmaceutical  knowledge. 


To  maintain  the  honour  and  safeguard  and  promote  the 
interests  of  the  members  in  their  exercise  of  the  profession 
of  pharmacy. 

Different  dictionaries  describe  "  Pharmacy  "  (the  art,  as 
distinct  from  the  place  where  it  is  practised)  as  "  the  pre- 
paration and  dispensing  of  drugs  "  or  "  the  art  of  preparing 
and  mixing  medicines."  It  is  clear  then  that  we,  who  are 
contractors  under  the  Health  Service,  can  claim  that  we 
are  exercising  the  profession  of  pharmacy  and,  further,  that 
the  Charter  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (of  whose  mem- 
bers we  constitute  the  majority)  requires  that  the  Society 
shall  safeguard  and  promote  our  particular  interests.  Many 
retailers,  however,  consider  that  the  Council  of  the  Society, 
over  the  past  years,  while  carrying  out  that  part  of  their 
duty  which  concerns  the  advancement  of  pharmacy  and  the 
promotion  of  pharmaceutical  education,  have  neglected  to 
pursue  the  safeguarding  and  promotion  of  the  interests  of 
the  retail  pharmacist. 

No  Credit  for  Expertise 

Many  criticisms  are  now  levelled  at  us  as  retail  traders. 
Prominent  people  who  should  know  better  stigmatise  us 
as  "  tablet  counters  "  and  "  label  stickers,"  neglecting  even 
to  give  us  the  credit  due  to  us  for  choosing  the  right  tablets 
to  count  or  the  correct  preparation  to  label.  Heaven  knows, 
there  are  tablets  enough  to  choose  from  and  names  similar 
enough  to  cause  confusion  in  the  mind  of  the  most  meticu- 
lous pharmacist.  Preparations  with  the  most  awkward  and 
non-indicative  names  follow  each  other  off  the  production 
line  almost  with  the  variety  of  colours  in  the  spectrum. 

But  we  do  steer  a  clear  course  through  all  this  welter  of 
ethical  products,  and  we  do,  in  our  own  professional  way, 
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supply  the  ailing  N.H.S.  patient  with  the  particular  medica- 
ment prescribed  for  him  by  our  colleague  the  medical  con- 
tractor, thus  exercising,  to  the  best  of  our  ability  and  to  the 
limit  of  our  opportunity,  our  function  of  pharmaceutical 
practitioner. 

Too  Efficient  ? 

Possibly,  because  in  the  past  we  have  gone  about  our 
professional  duties  in  a  quiet  but  efficient  way,  we  have 
been  overlooked  —  because  we  fulfil  those  ordinary  func- 
tions in  so  ordinary  a  manner  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
think  that  we  have  no  need  now  for  our  position  to  be 
safeguarded  or  our  interests  to  be  promoted.  Apparently, 
though  their  feet  are  still  rooted  in  a  Square  in  Blooms- 
bury,  their  heads  are  among  the  stars  of  the  pharmaceutical 
firmament — the  F.R.I.C.'s,  the  Ph.D.'s.  the  B.Pharm's,  and 
the  B.Sc.'s.  In  turn,  on  rather  a  lower  plane,  their  gaze  is 
held  by  the  up-and-coming  students,  the  potential  stars  for 
later  pharmaceutical  honours. 

Of  recent  years,  however,  few  of  the  latter  have  shown 
that  they  possess  any  real  interest  in  the  practice  of  phar- 
maceutical principles  in  the  ordinary  retail  dispensary,  in 
deciphering  prescriptions  of  the  ordinary  general  medical 
practitioner,  in  the  pharmacist's  ability  to  keep  his  head, 
and  dispense  correctly,  during  the  "  one  crowded  hour  of 
glorious  life  "  on  a  rota  night  in  winter,  or  to  run  a  busy 
family  business  when,  during  the  holiday  period  in  sum- 
mer, half  that  "  good  supporting  staff  "  are  absent  on  vaca- 
tion leave. 

It  is,  of  course,  well  known  that  some  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  are  themselves  general  practitioners  in 
pharmacy  and  manage  to  conduct  successful  retail  busi- 
nesses in  addition  to  fulfilling  their  official  duties.  But  the 
majority  of  us  carry  on  small  businesses  in  which  we  are 
the  only  persons  qualified  to  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale 
of  poisons,  necessitating  continuous  attendance  on  six  days 
a  week,  besides  many  an  extra  hour  spent  after  closing  time 
on  the  essential  jobs  of  stock  maintenance,  prescription 
classifying,  and  preparing  correctly  solutions  and  other  dis- 
pensing aids  to  meet  the  next  day's  requirements. 

There  have  been  times  when  elected  Council  members 
have  been  a  disappointment  to  their  electorate.  However 
eloquent  and  independent  they  have  previously  been,  they 
have  seemed  to  become  anaesthetised  by  the  "  tranquillis- 
ing atmosphere  of  Bloomsbury,  and  in  time  have  been 
duly  enrolled  in  the  old  orthodox  orchestra,  playing  their 
allotted  parts  at  the  wave  of  the  conductor's  wand,  and 
rarely  presuming  to  give  a  solo  performance  out  of  har- 
mony with  concerted  official  policy. 

Unless  one  accepts  the  theory  that  new  members  of  the 
Council  are  overcome  by  the  official  atmosphere  once  they 
enter  the  Council  chamber,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why 
some  small  body  of  sturdy  retail  Hampdens  should  not  have 
been  able  to  influence  the  older  and  more  lofty  minded 
members  and  induce  them  to  show,  by  practical  results, 
a  greater  awareness  of  their  responsibility  for  the  promot- 
ing more  particularly  the  interest  of  the  majority  of  mem- 
bers :  The  general  practitioners  in  pharmacy. 

The  work  of  the  pharmacist  first  began  to  be  affected  by 
major  outside  forces  under  the  impact  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  in  1913.  From  that  date  it  has  seemed  that 
a  new  spirit  has  entered  into  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  which  has  gradually  led  to  a  striving  after  a  higher 
status,  a  yearning  for  a  more  decided  official  recognition 
of  the  Society,  for  a  closer  liaison  with  Government  De- 
partments, for  a  more  scientific  background  for  pharma- 
ceutical practitioners,  in  short — for  our  organisation  to 
become  a  Learned  Society,  with  consequent  increased  im- 
portance attaching  to  all  officially  engaged  at  headquarters, 
and  not  just  an  association  of  chemist  shopkeepers. 

All  those  moods  and  motives  have  been  admirable  in 
themselves  and  so  far,  the  striving  after  advancement  has 
succeeded,  the  body  pharmaceutical  has  gained  in  status 
and  stature.  But  in  the  seeking  after  those  less  material 
things  they  have  allowed  the  lot  of  the  common  member 


to  suffer.  His  trading  proclivities  have  not  always  been 
officially  approved.  He  has  been  rather  kept  in  the  back- 
ground as  the  poor  relation.  He  has  been  allowed  to  do 
the  chores  in  the  kitchen  while  his  betters  have  received 
the  visitors  in  the  parlour.  .  .  .  He  is  too  busy  carrying  out 
his  duties  to  stop  to  think  that  he  owns  the  house  and  meets 
most  of  the  running  expenses! 

Since  the  advent  of  N.H.I..  when  pharmacists'  services 
were  assessed  in  terms  of  pence  per  hour  (in  the  first  Tariff 
put  out  from  Bloomsbury  Square),  instead  of  efforts  being 
maintained  for  securing  a  professional  fee.  Bloomsbury  re- 
presentatives of  the  small  pharmacy  proprietor,  who  did 
the  actual  work,  seem  to  have  sought  favour  with  Govern- 
ment Departments  more  assiduously  than  justice  for  the 
general  practitioner  in  pharmacy. 

Of  course,  it  is  recognised  that  progress  must  be  main- 
tained, that  conditions  must  change  in  a  changing  world, 
that  educational  standards  must  rise  with  new  generations 
of  students,  eager  to  explore  the  expanding  horizon  of  the 
scientific  world.  But  all  this  striving  for  status  and  eager- 
ness for  educational  advancement  is  leaving  many  an 
elderly  proprietor,  grown  old  in  the  service  of  the  ailing 
public,  and  practising  his  profession  alone  in  his  officially 
registered  premises,  with  the  bleak  prospect  of  no  com- 
petent assistant  to  help  him  during  the  failing  years  of  his 
business  life,  and  no  successor  to  follow  on  after  him. 

Since  the  end  of  the  1939-45  war,  little  official  action  seems 
to  have  been  taken  to  ensure,  for  the  many  members  of  the 
Society  engaged  professionally  in  providing  a  public  phar- 
maceutical service,  that  their  particular  status  in  the  com- 
munity shall  be  properly  established.  That  an  adequate 
supply  of  man-power  shall  regularly  be  made  available  to 
meet  all  the  needs  of  chemist-contractors,  and  that  their 
professional  place  within  the  fabric  of  the  Health  Service 
shall  be  recognised  by  the  adoption  of  rates  of  remunera- 
tion commensurate  with  the  importance  of  the  service  they 
render  to  the  State. 

In  fact,  little  actual  benefit  has  the  small  retailer  received 
in  return  for  the  compulsory  levy  he  has  to  meet  for  the 
registration  of  his  person  and  his  premises. 

No  reasonable  person  will  deny  that,  in  this  world  of 
progress  and  expansion,  it  is  impossible  to  retain  existing 
conditions.  It  is  right  to  look  well  ahead  and  to  legislate 
for  a  future  term  of  years.  The  policy  lately  pursued  by 
the  Council  may  put  pharmacists  in  an  advantageous  posi- 
tion in  twenty  or  more  years'  time,  but  some  arrangements 
are  necessary  now  to  span  the  intervening  period,  to  save 
the  elderly  pharmacist — and  his  business — from  extinction, 
to  maintain,  so  far  as  possible,  existing  conditions  until  such 
time  as  the  results  of  present  decisions  can  fit  without  undue 
disturbance  into  the  changing  pattern  of  pharmaceutical 
practice. 

Those  matters  should  be  seriously  considered  now  by  all 
pharmacists  in  retail  business,  for  even  younger  proprietors 
grow  older  as  the  years  pass. 

Many  single-handed  proprietors  consider  that,  unless 
some  definite  and  constructive  measures  to  relieve  the  pre- 
sent difficulties  experienced  in  carrying  on  retail  dispens- 
aries— or  even  hospital  dispensing  departments — are  taken 
in  the  near  future,  it  is  possible  that  Government  action 
may  introduce  a  lower  standard  of  qualification  to  provide 
the  necessary  assistance,  or  even  establish  an  officially  spon- 
sored salaried  pharmaceutical  service. 

Is  that,  perhaps,  what  is  envisaged  from  our  official  head- 
quarters in  Bloomsbury  Square  ?

CLASSIFYING  THE  'COMMERCIAL 

J.  J.  HAYTON 


THE  Independent  Television  Authority  re- 
ported recently  that  it  had  appointed  a 
Mr.  Archibald  Graham  to  watch  "  com- 
mercials "  for  breaches  of  the  law.  To 
have  to  sit  coldbloodedly  in  front  of  a 
17-in.  and  look  at  advertisements  all  day 
and  every  day  is  an  unenviable  task  and 
.  Mr.  Graham  could  well  qualify  for  that 
not-yet-awarded  Oscar:  Martyr  of  the 
Year. 

We  are  not  trying  to  steal  his  thunder 
by  publishing  our  own  findings.  Members 
of  a  profession  that  is  bristling  with  risks 
of  breaking  the  law,  and  in  which  the  line 
between  what  is  illegal  and  what  unethi- 
cal is  finely  drawn,  we  make  no  comment 
on  the  legal  side,  but  confine  our  analysis 
of  T.V.  advertisements  to  what  the 
theatrical  producers  call  the  "  content." 
The  various  types  we  can  now  classify: 

1.  the  informative  simple.  Here  the 
name  of  the  product  with  a  description  of 
its  principal  virtues  is  flashed  on  the 
screen  while  a  voice  behind  repeats  what 
is  written,  possibly  for  the  benefit  of  the 
few  unfortunates  who  cannot  read,  but 
more  probably  aimed  at  preventing  viewers 
who  have  managed  to  train  themselves 
over  the  years  to  become  "  natural-break 
dozers,"  from  establishing  a  successful 
sales  resistance.  We  are  sure,  of  course, 
that  Mr.  Graham  will  not  be  one  of  their 
number.  We  ourselves  practised  for  some 
time  that  advanced  form  of  yoga  and  can 
now  project  ourselves  at  will  into  the 
third  or  fourth  plane  of  emancipation  and 
still  not  miss  any  of  the  entertainment 
interpolated  between  the  advertisements.  It 
is  a  more  convenient  escape  than  walking 
aimlessly  round  the  room  or  picking  up 
the  daily  paper. 

2.  the  informative  didactic.  Here  the 
speaker  is  seen  and  the  "  set  " — even  if 
it  be  something  homely  like  a  kitchen — is 
vaguely  suggestive  of  a  lecture  room.  If 
the  subject  of  the  advertisement  is  of 
feminine  or  domestic  appeal  the  lecturer 
is  a  woman.  Her  diction  is  flawless  but 
she  is  not  necessarily  strikingly  attractive 
and  is  careful  not  to  be  daring  in  the 
matter  of  revolutionary  skirts  and  plunging 
necklines.  That  is  not  an  oversight,  as  it 
might  appear  to  a  man  trapped  in  his 
chair  and  having  to  see  it  through,  but  is 
done  deliberately  by  the  advertiser,  whose 
applied  psychology  lessons  have  taught 
him  that  women  never  take  advice  from 
anyone  they  suspect  to  be  better  looking 
than  themselves,  and  that  any  pretence  to 
boldness  and  originality  in  dress  would 
mean  that  the  speaker's  audience  would 
be  distracted  from  the  subject.  The  thing 
most  calculated  to  put  a  woman  at  ease 
is  a  woman  "  sensibly  dressed  " — except 
in  her  own  mirror.  If  the  subject  is  mascu- 
line or  neuter  the  lecturer  is  a  man.  His 
surroundings  are  sober  and  discreet — the 
most  popular  "  props  "  being  an  office 
desk  complete  with  an  array  of  paper- 
weights, an  unused  blotter  and  a  tele- 
phone clearly  not  connected  with  the  out- 
side world.    If  the  product  advertised  has 


any  claim  to  be  connected  with  medicine 
or  science  his  tone — though  he  is  careful 
not  to  claim  any  qualification — suggests 
that,  if  he  were  not  where  he  is  at  the 
moment,  he  would  be  operating  at  Barts 
or  doing  something  terribly  mathematical 
at  Harwell. 

3.  the  conversational.  Here  the  office 
desk  and  in-tray  are  exchanged  for  the  arm- 
chair and  pipe,  and  the  mood  is  "  How 
about  a  man-to-man  chat,  fellows,  while 
the  little  woman  gets  on  with  her  knitting?" 
No  attempt  is  made  at  a  corresponding 
"  all-girls-together  "  conversation,  as  such 
conversations  are  universally  admitted  to 
roam  over  every  subject  but  the  one  in 
hand.  A  specialised  form  in  this  section 
is  the  street  interview  and  it  is  a  surpris- 
ing thing  that  of  all  the  thousands  of 
"  spontaneous  "  interviews  that  have  been 
conducted  one  has  yet  to  see  on  the  screen 
the  angry  passer-by  who  has  been  made 
to  miss  his  bus,  or  the  person  who  favours 
a  competitive  product  and  says  so  with 
some  heat. 

4.  the  comparative.  This  is  an  un- 
pleasant form  of  advertisement  in  which 
a  disdainful  voice  compares,  say,  "  Soot- 
clear  "  with  "  ordinary  chimney-pot 
cleaners  "  or,  worse  still,  "  other  types." 

5.  the  imperative.  This  is  another 
variety  that  grates.  It  starts  off  deceptively 
as  an  informative  or  a  Dramatic  (q.v.) 
and  then,  at  the  end,  a  disembodied  1984 
voice  shouts  "  Get  Shinklemeyer's  stom- 
ach soothers  NOW  !  "  Despite  individual 
objections  to  it  the  method  must  clearly 
be  effective,  because  it  is  so  widely  used. 
Those  advertisers  proposing  to  make  use 
of  it  should  remember  on  Sundays  to  ex- 
change "  now  "  for  "  tomorrow."  On 
Sundays,  however,  victims  of  the  peremp- 
tory hypnosis  are  unable  to  maintain  their 
trance  long  enough  to  be  successful  in 
gaining  a  response  from  the  nearest  resi- 
dent pharmacist  summoned  to  open  the 
shop  door  while  in  the  middle  of  his 
Sunday  night  play. 

6.  the  statistical.  A  subtle  form  of 
advertisement,  worthy  of  success,  suggest- 
ing to  the  viewer — but  oh,  so  politely  ! — 
that  nine  out  of  ten,  or  some  similar 
major  proportion  of  the  population, 
already  use  the  product  so  that  it  is  quite 
ridiculous  for  him  —  and  the  few  mis- 
guided people  who  have  been  equally  ob- 
tuse or  lax,  to  hold  out  any  longer  against 
buying  it. 

7.  the  dramatic.  The  first  subgroup 
of  this  genus,  the  straightforward  "  play  " 
or  narrative,  points  the  moral  that  the 
dramatis  personam  are  at  first  missing  out 
on  life,  dragging  out  a  miserable  existence 
without  a  car,  or  a  boy  friend,  or  the 
whitest  of  white  tablecloths,  or  a  refrigera- 
tor, or  cornless  feet,  or  an  unshiny  nose, 
until  the  error  of  their  ways  is  made 
known  to  them  by  a  kindly  and  enligh- 
tened neighbour,  and  they  purchase  and 
so  ensure  a  "  happy  ever  after  "  ending. 
Subsection  2  of  this  class  is  the  cartoon

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film.  The  makers  of  Baba  tooth-paste  sing 
its  praises  in  a  Mickey  Mouse  voice  from 
Children's  Hour  till  the  11p.m.  news.  On 
the  screen  the  letters  BABA  by  sheer  magic 
resolve  into  Disney-like  dwarfs,  using  the 
cross-pieces  of  the  "A's"  as  trapezes.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  everyone  knows  that 
Baba,  although  a  reputable  and  useful  pro- 
duct is  not  vastly  different  in  composition 
from  Gaga,  Wawa,  Haha,  Lala,  etc.,  we  are 
all  extremely  impressed.  Subsection  3  of 
the  Dramatic  is  the  Romantic.  Music,  a 
common  adjunct  to  all  types  of  commer- 
cial, except  of  course  our  Section  2  (see 
above)  may  vary  from  close-harmony  trios 
accompanied  by  skiffle  groups  to  massed 
Welsh  choirs  supported  by  symphony 
orchestras  but  only  in  the  Romantic  does 
it  reach  the  peak  of  its  effect.  We  see 
ladies  in  baths — conveniently  deep,  of 
course,  or  sitting  before  dressing-tables, 
but    all    terribly    respectable    until  into 


The  syndrome  first  described  by  Grosskopf 
(1812),  and  since  commonly  given  his 
name,  is  characterised  by  mental  precosity, 
extreme  extraversion,  remarkable  over- 
development of  the  vocal  chords  and  a 
rapid  increase  in  perimeter  of  the  cranium. 
Though  not  directly  a  fatal  disease — the 
commonest  cause  of  death  in  Grosskopfs, 
according  to  Wesson  and  Colt  (1849)  is 
fulminating  lead-poisoning — the  condition 
may  be  embarrassing  socially,  by  provok- 
ing a  marked  avoidance  syndrome  in 
workmates  and  siblings,  and/or  economic- 
ally, by  requiring  the  frequent  repurchase 
of  expensive  headgear.  Outstandingly 
severe  cases  are  fortunately  rare  (Bona- 
parte, 1815;  Schickelgrueber,  1945),  and 
most  patients  can  be  successfully  treated 
at  home  by  deflation-therapy  (de  Bunk, 
1901). 

Factor  Selection 

The  recent  interest  shown  in  the  three 
anti-oedema  factors  present  in  over-ripe 
turnip  (Squelch,  1958)  led  us  to  try  the 
effect  of  one  of  them,  factor  YOY,  on 
Grosskopf  subjects.  The  other  two  factors, 
factor  II  and  factor  CC,  have  already 
been  condemned  as  too  dangerous  for 
clinical  administration  (Wandsworth,  Clap- 
ham  and  Tooting,  1957).  Factor  YOY, 
originally  isolated  by  Dustman  et  al.  (1959) 
from  fermented  turnip  residues  salvaged 
from  a  bankrupt  farm  in  Alabama,  is 
believed  (Wunborn  et  al,  1959)  to  be 
identical  with  a  synthetic  ether  of  mairzee- 
dotic  alcohol  now  available  under  the 
code  name  of  NBG-999.  This  was  investi- 
gated (Hopeful,  1959)  as  a  possible  no- 
spectrum  antibiotic,  but  without  success. 
Its  tranquillising  and  diuretic  potentials 
(Nogo.  1959)  were  also  disappointing. 
NBG-999  has  now  been  allotted  the  Non- 
Propitious  name  yarroochaps,  synthesised 
for  it  by  the  Crockett  Electronic  Verbiage 
Computor  ("  Davy  ").  Since  NBG-999  is 
insoluble  in  all  solvents  except  alkahest 
(which  we  could  not  obtain  commercially), 
it  was  administered  in  breadcrumbs;  these 
were  kindly  supplied  gratis  by  Plutocrats 
Anonymous,  Inc.,  of  Pawnshop,  Pa.,  and 
all  patients  were  allowed  free  choice  of 
white  or  brown. 


the  accompaniment  of  fiddles  and/or 
guitars  comes  a  male  voice  tense  with 
strangled  emotion  describing  the  delights 
of  a  particular  beauty  treatment,  somehow 
changing  the  mood  from  the  romantic  to 
the  vaguely  erotic.  We  are  not  suggesting, 
of  course,  that  those  perfectly  dressed 
square-shouldered  men  in  the  background 
are  ever  to  be  seen  in  the  dressing-room 
or  the  boudoir,  and  most  certainly  not  in 
the  bathroom — but  when  the  lady,  beauti- 
fied with  soap  or  shampoo,  appears  in  the 
dance  hall,  hotel  foyer  or  railway  station, 
she  has  already  attracted  the  adoring  beau. 

Of  course,  the  classification  only  deals 
with  well  tried  types,  but  the  television 
commercial  is  still  only  in  its  infancy.  New 
groups  and  subtle  improvements  are  bound 
to  appear,  but  breaches  of  the  law?  Mr. 
Archibald  Graham  will  find  more  promis- 
ing material  in  the  Western  and  Gangster 
entertainment  programmes. 


Method 

Patients  were  chosen  at  random  from 
individuals  attending  our  egocentricity 
clinic — some  of  them  only  to  scrub  the 
consulting  rooms.  Fifty-seven  were  care- 
fully selected  and  put  at  their  ease  by 
heavy  sedation,  by  means  of  intra-aural 
sweetened  music  (Schumann,  1841),  ad- 
ministered with  a  multi-decibel,  low-fi, 
swing  feed-back  audiomultiplier  described 
in  detail  elsewhere  (Noysey,  1801).  In 
Nineteen  patients  (33-33  per  cent.)  who 
were  unresponsive  to  sedation  with  the 
ear-trumpet  physiosedation  proved  uni- 
formly effective,  except  in  two  female 
patients  who  complained  of  severe  nausea. 
Physiosedation  was  performed  by  the 
method  of  Palehands  and  Shalimar  (1899), 
by  our  two  clinic  nurses,  who  stroked  the 
patient's  forehead  rhythmically,  breathing 
gently  into  his  ear  meanwhile.  To  rando- 
mise the  effects  of  this  procedure,  physio- 
sedation was  performed  in  total  darkness, 
patients  being  unaware  of  the  identity  of 
the  operator.  Both  nurses  kindly  agreed  for 
this  investigation  to  wear  the  same  per- 
fume (Morgue  No.  5).  After  adequate 
sedation  (denoted  by  the  patient's  inability 
to  perceive  when  treatment  had  been  dis- 
continued) one  daily  dose  of  breadcrumbs 
containing  a  randomised  dose  of  NBG- 
999  (varying  from  2  to  125  kilos)  was 
administered  by  mouth,  again  with  the 
ear-trumpet,  to  ensure  complete  ingestion. 
Patients  wishing  to  take  a  supplementary 
diet  were  permitted  to  choose  from  a 
menu  comprising  caviare,  pommes  de 
terre  frites  and  stewed  unsweetened  rhu- 
barb. Treatment  was  continued  daily  for 
eleven  months  and  ten  days  (Calaboose, 
1930). 

Cases 

These  included  civil  servants,  supplies 
officers,  turf-accountants,  one  dance-band 
leader,  one  street  vendor  and  one  hospital 
pharmacist.  All  except  the  last  three  were 
grossly  overweight,  and  three  (5-26  per 
cent.)  had  flat  feet. 

Results 

These  were  fed  to  the  computer 
("  Davy  ")  at  the  Crockett  Institute  for 


Cybernetic  Research,  and  the  detailed 
analysis  is  being  published  during  1960. 
It  will  then  be  examined  by  the  stereo- 
scopic method  (often  called  the  "  key- 
hole "  method)  of  Butler  (1910).  using 
Perspex  models. 

Summary 

Twenty-eight  patients  (50-00  per  cent.) 
out  of  fifty-six  suffering  from  long-stand- 
ing Grosskopf  Disease  benefitted  from 
NBG-999,  a  synthetic  form  of  Turnip 
Factor  YOY.  One  patient,  who  was  dis- 
counted in  drawing  up  the  statistical  re- 
sults, complained  of  vomiting,  muscular 
cramps,  inability  to  breathe  and  twitching 
of  the  ears;  these  symptoms  were  prob- 
ably imaginary.  One  patient  required 
multiple  physiosedation,  but  eventually  re- 
covered sufficiently  to  marry  one  of  the 
clinic  nurses.  One  patient,  who  before 
treatment  had  to  have  ten-gallon  hats 
specially  made  for  him,  afterwards  wore 
his  son's  school  caps  without  difficulty.  In 
our  opinion,  and  that  of  all  thinking  in- 
vestigators, NBG-999  represents  a  major 
breakthrough  in  the  drug  treatment  of 
Grosskopf  Disease.  We  also  suggest  its 
trial  in  Bootlicker's  Syndrome  (Corps  de 
Chien,  1948).  Supplies  are  being  made  to 
staff  canteens  in  all  ministry  establishments.

Note. — Since  this  paper  was  accepted 
for  publication,  a  report  from  Sweet  and 
Low  (1959)  has  suggested  that  NBG-999 
has  monoamine  oxidase  inhibiting  powers. 
This,  obviously,  is  nonsense.  We  suspect 
that  Sweet  and  Low  (1959)  have  used 
NBG-998  in  their  trial,  since  all  supplies 
of  genuine  NBG-999  are  maintained  here 
in  Gobbleygulch  under  strict  security 
check.

A  PRELIMINARY  TRIAL  OF  NBG-999  IN  GROSSKOPF  DISEASE 

Horatio  Haywire  Benjamin  Batz  Peter  Thomas 
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In  the  formulary  section  of  the  Codex  formulas  are  in- 
cluded only  for  those  substances  which  are  freely  avail- 
able to  pharmacists.  An  unfortunate  recent  trend  among 
manufacturers  has  been  to  refuse  to  supply  many  drugs 
in  any  other  form  than  their  own  preparations.  Some  carry 
that  to  ridiculous  lengths. 

Among  the  interesting  new  formulas  are  several  oint- 
ment bases.  Cetomacrogol  emulsifying  ointment,  a  non- 
ionic  base,  is  compatible  with  both  anionic  and  cationic 
medicaments — unlike  the  B.P.  emulsifying  ointment  which 
is  anionic  and  therefore  incompatible  with  cationic  sub- 
stances such  as  quaternary  ammonium  compounds.  Another 
new  base  is  cetrimide  emulsifying  ointment,  made  from 
cetrimide  emulsifying  wax.  which  is  cationic.  Macrogol  oint- 
ment is  a  suitable  base  for  water-soluble  medicaments,  being 
freely  miscible  with  water  and  non-ionic;  it  may,  however, 
reduce  the  activity  of  some  antiseptics,  such  as  the  quatern- 
ary ammonium  compounds,  and  is  incompatible  with 
phenol. 

Many  of  the  other  additional  formulas  come  from  the 
B  P..  1953,  but  were  omitted  from  the  1958  B.P.  An  old 
drug  in  a  new  role  is  podophyllum,  formerly  used  as  a 
purgative,  but  now  included  as  a  compound  paint  for  the 
treatment  of  soft  warts.  It  is  somewhat  surprising  to  see 
lozenges  of  benzalkonium  included  when  plain  lozenges  of 
the  drug  are  not  on  the  market,  whilst  no  lozenges  are 
formulated  for  domiphen,  although  commercially  available. 

The  methods  of  preparing  eye  drops  have  been  altered 
as  a  result  of  a  great  deal  of  work  by  the  pharmacy  sub- 
committee. The  procedure  described  in  the  B.P.C.,  1954,  and 
earlier  editions  did  not  ensure  that  bacteria  and  moulds 
were  not  present  in  freshly  prepared  eye  drops.  Sterilisation 
of  eye  drops  in  the  final  container  by  autoclaving.  the  ideal 
solution  of  the  problem,  is  not  generally  applicable  because 
of  the  instability  of  many  medicaments  and  because  many 
eye-drop  bottles  are  not  suitable  for  sterilisation  under 
those  conditions.  The  subcommittee  therefore  decided  to 
specify  that,  with  few  exceptions,  eye  drops  should  be 
heated  at  98  to  100°C.  in  the  final  container  to  kill  any 
pathogenic  bacteria  that  might  be  present.  The  inclusion 
of  an  antibacterial  agent  to  serve  as  a  bactericide  for 
bacterial  spores  at  98  to  100°C.  and  for  vegetative  bac- 
teria in  the  cold,  was  considered.  Such  a  substance  would 
need  to  be  compatible  with  the  majority  of  medicaments 
and  should  not  cause  pain.  Unfortunately  none  of  the 
substances  tried  by  the  members  of  the  subcommittee 
proved  acceptable,  and  the  problem  continues  to  be  in- 
vestigated. Solution  for  eye  drops  is  used  as  the  vehicle 
for  most  aqueous  eye  drops,  but  phenylmercuric  nitrate  is 
used  for  fluorescein  sodium  and  purified  water  for  sub- 
stances with  their  own  antiseptic  action.  It  is  in  eye  drops 
of  fluorescein  sodium  that  freedom  from  living  organisms 
is  vital,  since  the  drops  are  used  for  the  detection  of  foreign 
bodies  and  for  outlining  abraded  areas  of  the  cornea.  There 
have  been  reports  of  serious  damage  to  eyes  resulting  from 
the  use  of  infected  drops  of  the  substance. 

Like  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  the  Codex  carries  an 
amendment  to  the  general  standard  for  tablets  permitting 
the  addition  of  colouring  where  specified  in  the  individual 
monographs,  but  colouring  is  permitted  only  in  one  in- 
stance in  the  present  edition. 

Standards  for  preparations  usually  made  extemporane- 
ously have  been  adjusted  in  the  light  of  recent  work  on  the 
degree  of  accuracy  practicable  in  dispensing  liquids. 

There  is  an  extensive  list  of  omissions  from  the  formu- 
lary section,  including  several  preparations  of  long  stand- 
ing, such  as  benzoinated  lard,  simple  collodion,  malt  ex- 
tract, most  of  the  oily  eye  drops,  and  the  plaster  masses. 
Most  of  the  preparations  omitted  are  seldom  used. 


There  are  several  changes  in  title.  Hydrated  calcium 
chloride  becomes  simply  calcium  chloride,  the  term  dried 
replaces  exsiccated  for  calcium  sulphate,  ferrous  sulphate, 
magnesium  sulphate,  and  sodium  carbonate,  phosphate  and 
sulphate.  Several  titles  are  simplified.  Diethyl  phthalate 
becomes  ethyl  phthalate,  dihydrostreptomycin  sulphate 
loses  the  name  of  the  salt  and  L-thyroxin  sodium  its  "  L  "-; 
phenylindanedione  becomes  phenindione  as  in  the  B  P., 
piperoxane  loses  its  final  "e";  procaine  benzylpenicillin 
becomes  procaine  penicillin,  and  the  chlorotheophyllinate 
of  promethazine  has  had  the  trivial  name  "  theoclate " 
coined  for  the  salt.  Sodium  hexametaphosphate  is  changed 
to  the  polymetaphosphate,  and  oestradiol  monobenzoate 
loses  the  prefix  "  mono  "  from  the  name  of  the  acid.  In 
conformity  with  the  names  of  the  other  tetracyclines,  and 
with  the  B.P..  the  name  aureomycin  is  replaced  by  chlor- 
tetracycline.  Mersalyl  is  now  called  mersalyl  sodium. 

Several  names  of  the  immunological  products  are  simpli- 
fied. In  the  formulary  section  compound  application  of 
calamine  becomes  a  cream,  weak  eye  drops  of  sulphaceta- 
mide  are  now  simply  eye  drops  of  sulphacetamide,  and 
gelatin  of  zinc  oxide  and  ichthammol  loses  the  "  oxide " 
from  its  title.  Oleated  mercury  and  strong  solution  of  am- 
monium acetate  are  transferred  from  the  general  mono- 
graphs to  the  formulary  section.  Several  formulas  are 
markedly  altered  in  composition. 

Among  the  appendices,  that  on  isotonic  solutions  has 
been  revised  and  enlarged  but  is  not  so  comprehensive  as 
its  counterpart  in  the  new  Supplement  to  the  International 
Pharmacopoeia.  A  new  appendix  that  deals  with  the  use  of 
mille-equivalents  in  infusion  fluids  is  likely  to  be  most  use- 
ful to  pharmacists,  especially  in  hospitals,  as  there  is  an 
increasing  trend  to  use  that  form  of  expressing  strengths 
instead  of,  or  as  well  as,  grammes  per  litre. 

Another  new  appendix  is  one  dealing  with  uniformity 
of  diameter  of  tablets.  It  represents  another  step  towards 
the  standardisation  of  tablets.  Biological  assays  for  chlor- 
amphenicol eye  ointment  and  neoarsphenamine  are  the 
subjects  of  other  new  appendices. 

All  told,  Dr.  Capper  and  his  colleagues  are  again  to  be 
congratulated  on  another  excellent  production,  and  on  hav- 
ing successfully  surmounted  the  difficulties  of  the  recent 
printing  strike. 

RECENT  RESEARCH 

TRAGACANTH  AGAINST  MOUSE  CANCER 
Mouse  ascites  tumour  cells  show  inhibited  growth  follow- 
ing administration  of  tragacanth  according  to  Roe  (Nature, 
1959.  184  (supplement  24).  1891).  Exploring  short-term 
effects  of  1  :4-dimethane-sulphonyloxybutane  on  mouse 
ascites  tumour  cells,  using  suspensions  of  the  drug  in  arachis 
oil  and  tragacanth  gel.  the  authors  noted  inhibition  of 
growth  only  in  association  with  tragacanth.  Using  British 
Drug  Houses.  B.P.  No.  2,  compound  powder  of  tragacanth 
prepared  from  material  of  Persian  origin,  they  found  traga- 
canth to  be  the  sole  inhibitory  agent.  Activity,  tested  in 
different  commercial  samples,  indicated  that  Persian  ribbon 
tragacanth  derived  from  Astragalus  gummifer  inhibited  at  a 
low,  non-toxic  dose,  for  example  2  mgm.  per  mouse.  Per- 
sian flake  powder  from  the  same  botanical  source  in  a  dif- 
ferent habitat,  and  Indian  tragacanth  powder,  Karaya  gum 
from  Sterculia  urens,  were  non-inhibitory.  No  inhibition  of 
Landschutz  ascites  tumour  cells  was  observed  following 
administration  of  68  mgm.  in  drinking  water  on  the  basis 
of  about  10  mgm.  per  mouse  daily  for  seven  days.  Intra- 
peritoneal administration  of  large  doses  showed  better  toler- 
ance than  administration  in  drinking  water.  The  author 
refers  to  Oettel  and  Wilhelm.  who  failed  to  discover  any 
effect  from  tragacanth.  and  considers  it  possible  that  the 
gum  tragacanth  used  was  similar  in  origin  to  those  found 
non-inhibitory  in  his  own  later  tests. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 


December  Council  meeting  {concluded  from  The 

Mr.  F.  Harty  (secretary,  co.  Kerry  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion) wrote  that  he  had  been  directed  to  register  the  Asso- 
ciation's protest  against  the  imposition  of  import  duty  on 
medicinal  tablets.  Members  of  his  Association  believed 
the  duty  was  unjust  and  was  taking  an  unfair  risk  with 
people's  health.  While  they  fully  appreciated  the  reasons 
that  had  prompted  the  Minister  to  make  such  an  order  the 
Association  insisted  that  if  such  an  order  were  allowed  to 
stand,  the  Society  should  insist  that  a  Bureau  of  Standards 
should  be  appointed  to  ensure  that  tablets  at  present  manu- 
factured in  Ireland  would  be  up  to  standard.  Such  a  Bureau 
was  essential  in  the  opinion  of  the  Association,  and  if  the 
Society,  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister,  established  it. 
it  would,  in  the  Association's  opinion,  strengthen  the  phar- 
macist's position  as  a  whole. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman)  said  he  had  written 
informing  the  Association  that  they  could  rest  assured  that 
the  Council  would  do  everything  in  its  power  to  establish 
a  pharmaceutical  control  laboratory.  Mr.  Miller  asked  if 
anything  had  been  done  to  establish  such  a  laboratory 
other  than  publicly  announcing  the  fact  that  the  Society 
intended  to  do  so. 

The  President:  We  have  asked  the  dean  to  prepare  a 
memorandum  for  submission  to  the  Government. 

The  Registrar  said  that  Dr.  Timoney  (the  dean)  had 
written  last  October  to  Belgium,  Holland,  Switzerland  and 
West  Germany  seeking  information  from  chemists  on  how 
such  a  controlling  body  operated,  and  when  the  replies 
were  complete  the  Council  would  have  an  authoritative 
memorandum  to  submit  to  the  Government. 

"  Minister  Under  a  Misapprehension  " 

Mr.  Brodertck  said  he  thought  there  was  some  error  in 
Departmental  thinking  in  regard  to  the  levy  on  imported 
medicinal  tablets.  From  statements  made  in  Dail  Eireann 
the  Minister  went  to  great  pains  to  make  it  clear  that  there 
would  be  no  increase  in  the  price  to  the  public  of  those 
products  as  a  result  of  the  levy.  As  they  all  knew  that  was 
not  the  case.  The  Minister  appeared  to  be  under  a  mis- 
apprehension. Pharmacists  could  not  substitute  Irish  pro- 
ducts for  anything  specifically  ordered  by  a  doctor.  They 
must  dispense  what  was  ordered,  but  the  Department  did 
not  appear  to  understand  that. 

Mr.  O'Neill  said  that  what  Mr.  Broderick  had  under- 
lined brought  out  the  professional  aspect  of  the  problem. 
Where  a  certain  tablet  was  prescribed  it  was  the  pharma- 
cists' duty  to  dispense  that  particular  preparation.  There 
would  be  an  increase  in  price  to  the  patient  because  phar- 
macists were  not  prepared  to  use  substitutes  for  what  the 
medical  practitioner  directed.  Mr.  O'Regan  said  that  there 
had  been  an  increase  already.  Even  if  an  Irish  preparation 
were  of  the  same  standard,  pharmacists  could  still  not  use 
substitutes.  Mr.  Semple  said  it  was  "  more  or  less  a  private 
war "  between  importers  and  native  manufacturers  of  the 
tablets.  As  far  as  pharmacists  were  concerned  they  should 
become  involved  only  in  the  professional  side.  The  pro- 
posed pharmaceutical  control  laboratory  was  the  best  guar- 
antee that  Irish  tablets  would  be  of  the  necessary  standard. 

The  President:  We  could  bring  to  the  Minister's  notice 
that  prices  had  increased  for  the  simple  reason  that  we  must 
dispense  what  had  been  prescribed.  The  point  is  whether 
we  should  emphasise  that,  or  the  setting  up  of  the  phar- 
maceutical control  laboratory,  because  from  the  Society's 
point  of  view  they  are  in  conflict. 

Mr.  Miller:  We  must  from  our  training  and  back- 
ground fulfil  the  prescription  according  to  what  the  doctor 
orders.  We  cannot  give  something  else.  I  do  not  think  that 
that  conflicts  with  pressing  for  the  control  laboratory. 
Whether  the  Irish  equivalents  are  every  bit  as  good  as  the 
others  we  cannot  give  them  if  the  doctors  order  some- 
thing else. 
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Mr.  O'Neill  said  that  it  was  wrong  to  say  that  there 
would  not  be  an  increase  in  price  but  at  the  same  time  the 
Society  could  not  disagree  with  the  introduction  of  the 
levy  so  long  as  it  was  reasonable  and  provided,  also,  that 
Irish  tablets  of  equal  standard  could  be  produced. 

"  Do  Not  Leave  it  to  Housewives  " 

Mr.  Miller  said  that  the  Council  should  not  leave  it 
to  the  Irish  Housewives'  Association  to  investigate  the 
matter.  He  thought  the  Council  should  point  out  to  the 
Minister  the  situation  in  which  pharmacists  were  placed. 
Unless  English  manufacturers  could  be  induced  to  set  up 
plant  in  the  Republic  there  was  nothing  they  could  do  to 
keep  down  the  prices  of  their  products. 

Mr.  Kennelly  said  he  thought  the  Council  should  con- 
fine themselves  to  the  proposed  new  control  laboratory. 
The  Minister  when  making  the  Order  was  given  to  believe 
that  there  were  firms  in  the  Republic  that  could  make  tab- 
lets of  equal  standard,  and  he  probably  argued  that  that 
being  the  case  he  did  not  see  why  they  should  go  up  in 
price. 

Mr.  Semple  said  that  hospitals  had  received  a  circular 
from  the  Department  asking  them  to  make  a  list  of  tablets 
that  had  gone  up  in  price  in  the  past  three  months  so  the 
Minister  might  be  reconsidering  the  entire  matter.  Mr. 
Gleeson  said  there  was  nothing  the  Council  could  tell  the 
Minister  of  which  he  was  not  already  aware.  The  majority 
of  tablets  had  not  gone  up  and  many  firms  in  the  Republic 
were  seeking  ways  of  manufacturing  them.  The  Society 
should  not  be  left  open  to  the  suggestion  that  they  did  not 
want  to  see  a  pharmaceutical  industry  set  up  in  the  Re- 
public. Mr.  Cremen  said  he  was  given  to  understand  that 
it  was  a  united  policy  on  the  part  of  importers  to  allow  a 
period  of  about  six  months  to  elapse  and  then  decide  what 
to  do  in  the  light  of  the  sales  position.  He  agreed  that  a 
pharmaceutical  control  laboratory  was  necessary. 

The  Registrar  said  that  the  proposed  new  control  labora- 
tory would  differ  from  a  bureau  of  standards  in  that  it 
would  be  obligatory  for  all  products  to  receive  its  impri- 
matur before  being  put  on  the  market  whereas  with  a 
bureau  it  would  be  a  matter  of  choice.  It  was  decided  to 
await  Dr.  Timoney's  report. 

The  registrar  read  a  letter  from  the  co.  Roscommon  re- 
gional game  council  stating  that  the  council  had  asked  for. 
and  was  receiving,  the  greatest  possible  co-operation  from 
members  of  the  Society.  To  help  make  that  co-operation 
even  greater  the  game  council  had  arranged  that  only  one 
man.  appointed  parish  director  of  operations  in  the  coun- 
cil's vermin-killing  scheme  in  each  parish  would  be  allowed 
by  the  council  to  purchase  strychnine.  The  selected  man  in 
each  case  was  one  who  had  been  a  gamekeeper  and  was 
accustomed  to  using  poisons.  As  an  extra  safeguard  the 
parish  director  put  the  poisoned  meat  used  inside  a  4-ft. 
high  iron  or  wired  enclosure  10  ft.  square.  The  meat  was 
intended  only  for  grey  crows,  hawks  and  magpies.  As  the 
pens  were  placed  in  remote  places  there  was  little  danger 
to  anything  other  than  those  birds  of  prey  which  the  poison 
was  intended  to  kill.  The  council  had  a  reward  on  the  head 
of  each  bird  so  that  if  a  farmer  found  one  on  his  land  it 
would  be  worth  his  while  to  pick  it  up  and  collect  the  re- 
ward. The  registrar  said  he  had  written  in  reply  thanking 
the  council  for  their  observations  and  expressing  the  hope 
that  other  councils  would  emulate  their  work. 

Arising  out  of  the  report  on  preliminary  registrations.  Mr. 
Kennelly  asked  if  there  was  not  a  danger  that  some  of 
those  people  might  not  take  the  trouble  to  qualify,  leading 
to  the  presence  in  pharmacy  of  a  number  of  unqualified 
assistants.  He  was  worried  because  he  noticed  that  six  of 
the  seven  registrations  were  men.  The  Registrar  replied 
that  they  were,  in  fact,  students  who  were  availing  of  the 
assistants'  course.
